The Canadian Union of Public Employees has 
agreed to the appointment of an industrial inquiry 
commissioner in the labor dispute which has curtailed 
municipal services in the Capital Region and forced 
Greater’ Victoria schools onlo an abbreviated schedule. 

Jim Campbell, Capital Re- 
gion Board chairman, and 
spokesman for the employers' 
regional bargaining group, 
would not say whether the 
employers would accept the 
appointment of a commis¬ 
sioner, l>ut members of the 
group will meet with Labor 
Minister William King this af¬ 
ternoon. 

Campbell said he didn’t 
know what will be discussed 
with the minister but “we’ll 
go to the meeting and find out 
what Mr. King has on his 
mind.” 

Bargaining committees 
from the seven CUPE locals 
now on strike or locked out 
agreed that the union would 
c o-operate should the minister 
appoint a commissioner to 
bring down a non-binding re¬ 
port. 

CUPE representative Tom 
Smith said Wednesday the 
union was asked by the de¬ 
partment if it would object to 
an industrial inquiry and he 
warned there could be an 
“escalation of strike activity 
if the employers reject a com¬ 
missioner." 

Smith also challenged state¬ 
ments made Tuesday by Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Peter Pollen that 
city inside workers, who are 
locked out by the municipal¬ 
ity, have been victimized by 
CUPE officials. 

Each CUPE local has full 
autonomy to determine what 
action it will take, Smith said, 
and if members think they 
have been misinformed, or 
decide to accept a manage¬ 
ment proposal, they can de¬ 
mand that a meeting of the 
local be held to “vote on any¬ 
thing they feel is important to 
them.” 

“Nobody is directing this 
conflict except the employees 
themselves.” he said.

Mainland: 
job action 
preferred 


VANCOUVER (CP) Mu¬ 
nicipal workers in the Lower 
Mainland have decided 
against holding a long strike 
hut will instead plague munic¬ 
ipalities with study sessions 
and similar job actions, it was 
disclosed here Wednesday. 

One of these actions will be 
a giant municipal workers' 
rally on Friday. It is expected 
to bring to a halt all munici¬ 
pal services in the Greater 
Vancouver area, according to 
Dave Werlin of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

CUPE is currently negotiat¬ 
ing with Vancouver, Burnaby, 
Delta, Richmond, New West¬ 
minster and North Vancouver 
city and district. In Surrey, 
which negotiates separately, 
talks broke down Feb. II and 
CUPE membership walked 
out shortly after. 

Werlin said CUPE has de¬ 
rided against long strikes be¬ 
cause in effect they mean the 
workers would be paying for 
any wage increase they would 
win, as is currently the case 
in Victoria’s Capital Region. 

Werlin added the unions 
plan to escalate .job action 
daily but will not leave their 
work. He said the only alter¬ 
native for the municipalities 
will be to lock out. the em¬ 
ployees because “we will 
bring everything to a stand¬ 
still without a strike.” 


Strike activity by 18,600 fed¬ 
eral blue-collar workers will 
end this morning. A tentative 
agreement was reached 
Wednesday night. 

The agreement, which still 
has to be ratified by the 
members of the general labor 
and trades group of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Alliance of Cana¬ 
da, provides a 29.25 per cent 
increase over 26 months. Vic¬ 
toria business agent Tom Dal- 
zell said. 

"I’m bloody mad.” Dalzell 
said. "There's been so little

gain over the strike period— 
but what is the alternative? 
There's a very strong possibil¬ 
ity we could be legislated 
back to work” if the proposal 
is rejected. 

Strikers will be instructed 
to return to work this morn¬ 
ing. but Dalzell said some 
members may refuse the 
order. 

Since the series of selective 



strikes began 32 days ago. the 
treasury board, which Jjar- 
gaifis for the federal govern¬ 
ment, has upped its offer less 
than 1 per cent, Dalzell said. 

Under the agreement. 
workers will receive an 
average 18 per cent increase 
in the first 14 months and an 
11.25 per cent across-the- 
board hike in the last 12 
months. 
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A conciliation board offer, 
•which the.jinion rejected in 
favor of strike action, would 
have given a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease in the first 12 months 
and a 10.66 per cent raise in 
the seqond year. 

Pickets were up Wednesday 
for the second day at the con¬ 
struction site of the Pat Bay 
marine services bas£ bring¬ 
ing construction work to a 
halt as picket lines were re¬ 
spected by employees of two 
contracting firms. 

The strike at Pat Ray also 


affected operations at Esqui- 
malt’s HMC Dockyard, 
where, for the second straight 
day, 31 heavy equipment op¬ 
erators left their jobs to aug¬ 
ment picket lines at the 
marine services base. 

Picket lines were also up at 
Ogden Point grain elevator 
and thfe Harbour Road marine 
base. 

PSAC vice president Wil¬ 
liam Doherty said in Ottawa: 
“It’s been a long and difficult 
period. Both sides have a lot 
to do now to restore good will 


which is necessary between 
employer and employee.” 

Treasury board negotiator 
Alex Church told reporters: 
“It's been a long session and I 
am very pleased that we have 
reached the agreement that 
we have.” 

The 18,600 government em¬ 
ployees, who have been with¬ 
out a contract since last No¬ 
vember, began a series of ro¬ 
tating strikes Feb. 17 which 
disrupted Canada’s postal and

Senator Gordon Walgren of 
Bremerton, whose transpor¬ 
tation and utilities committee 
will handle thp bill in the 
upper house, said he is con¬ 
fident the bill will receive 
strong support there.

Five provinces given up 

City of Hue 
abandoned, 
masses flee 


AtMCiilM Prtst 

South Vietnam is abandoning its old imperial 
capital of Hue on the northern coast in the face of a 
major North Vietnamese buildup, Saigon government 
officials disclosed Wednesday. 

Tens of thousands of refu¬ 
gees were reported streaming 
out of Hue which had a popu¬ 
lation of 200,000, many of 
them refugees from Quang 
* Tria to the north, which also 
is being given up. 

Thua Thien province, which 
includes the city of Hue, is the 
fifth province to fall. 

The abandonment of Hue 
gives the North Vietnamese 
control of a more titan 50-mile 
stretch of national Highway 1 
from the demilitarized zone at. 

'the 17th parallel southward 
and is their first significant 
gain along South Vietnam’s 
coastal enclaves that have 
been the Saigon government's 
strongpoints. 

This leaves Da Nang. South 
Vietnam's second largest city, 
as the only major govern¬ 
ment-held strongpoint in the 
region. Da Nang is 50 miles 
south of Hue. 

The Saigon command said 
(he exodus of frightened civil¬ 
ians trying to escape the en¬ 
croaching North Vietnamese 
was the biggest of the long 
Vietnam war.. 

Field reports from Hue said 
residents were urged to leave, 
but military units and male 
civil servants were ordered to 
remain as the city came 
under heavy rocket attack. 

Officials said government: of¬ 
fices there had been ordered 
to begin closing and that the 
state radio had moved to Da 
Nang with its equipment.

Oil, gas 
dwindle 
in B.C. 

Colonist Now# Strvicos 

CALGARY Estimates of 
proven and recoverable re¬ 
serves of petroleum and natu¬ 
ral gas and their byproducts 
have falleq in B.C. in the past 
year, according to figures 
made public today by the Ca¬ 
nadian Petroleum Associa¬ 
tion. 

The estimates show that 
crude oil reserves have fallen 
48.1 million barrels to 202.8 
million' and natural gas is 
down 1.2 trillion cubic feet to 
7.9 trillion. Liquefied natural 
gas reserves have fallen 2.6 
million barrels to 38.7 million 
and sulphur has dropped 
140,000 long tons to 2.1 million 
long tons. 

The association, which has 
been making the estimates 
since 1955, says that the de¬ 
clines for crude and natural 
gas are the steepest ever in 
B.C. 

The association reports that 
the decreases can be laid to 
the fact the exploration and 
development segments of the 
industry have been restricted 
in the past year. The in¬ 
dustry has been battling the 
provincial government for a 
higher return for its produc¬ 
tion efforts. 

Hans Maciej, a spokesman 
for the association and its Al-

Indians win Nootka showdown 


Canadian Prats 

The federal fisheries de¬ 
partment has assured the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs ‘ 
that Friendly Cove on the 
West coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land will be closed to white 
fishermen, a union spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

Lou Demerais, administra¬ 
tor of the union’s Vancouver 
headquarters, said Len Mar- 
chand, parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to Fisheries Minister 
Romeo Leblanc, told him the 
fishing rove would be dosed 
but. would not specify when 

Demerai* said a regional 


spokesman in Vancouver for 
the fisheries department indi¬ 
cated there was some difficul¬ 
ty in quickly notifying white 
fishermen of the decision. 

RCMP said there were 30 
seiners in the cove Wednes¬ 
day. 

The federal department’s 
decision was made after a 
confrontation began Monday 
between Indian and white fi¬ 
shermen at the cove. 

Friendly Cove is on the 
southeast side of Nootka .Is¬ 
land. at the mouth of Nootka 
Sound on the west coast of 
the Island. Th# Indiana rhim 


the cove is their traditional 
and exclusive fishing ground. 

Both Demerais and RCMP 
at the cove described the situ¬ 
ation there Wednesday as a 
st^rjdoff and said there had 
been no violence. 

Demerais said Wednesday 
that earlier reports of in¬ 
cidents in which some nets 
had been cut on the white- 
owned seiners were errone¬ 
ous. 

"Friendly Cove is tradi¬ 
tionally an Indian fishing 
ground and the Nootka In¬ 
dians resent white boats co- 
mining In there." said De¬ 


merais. "This is the first year 
that they have done so and 
the Nootka people are 
alarmed. 

"The white fishermen never 
showed any ''interest in 
Friendly Cove before, but I 
guess they want to get into 
sheltered water because of 
the bad weather outside.” 

Demerais said that although 
only about six Indian families 
live on the Nootka reserve, 
many more native fishermen 
have traditionally come there 
to fish. 

Members of the Nootka 
band werp examining thp 


cove Wednesday to determine 
if any of the herring roe beds 
had been touched, and they 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Meanwhile, George Watts, 
chairman of the West Coast 
Council of Indian Chiefs, flew 
to Friendly Cove with a con¬ 
tingent from the council. 

In a message to Leblanc. 
Wednesday, Watts said if. 
nothing was done about the 
situation at the cove by today, 
"members of the Nootka band 
will go In and take the matter 
into their own hands."

THE QUAGMIRE of labor-management 
relations scares hell out of most of us. It also 
worries some of the top brass as recent state¬ 
ments will bear put. ' 

Finance Minister John Turner was blunt 
and to the point in Ottawa the other day. 

“High wage settlements are the most dis¬ 
turbing feature of the current economic situ¬ 
ation,” Turner said. “Wage settlements in 
Canada are now running at roughly more 
than twice the rale of ae tile men ts in the Unit¬ 
ed States and if they continue at this compet¬ 
itive rate, Canada will find itself in an in¬ 
creasingly difficult position in our competi¬ 
tive ability in the world. Tt. will jeopardize 
our exports and threaten Canadian .iobs.” 

Clear enough? 

Or maybe Pierre Trudeau’s statement 
should be driven home with a little more 
oomph. 

"LEGISLATION 1o curb the power of or¬ 
ganized labor might become inevitable unless 
labor Is prepared to behave very responsi¬ 
bly,” the PM said. 

Conservative MP Flora McDonald, the 
woman they're booming to become the first 
distaff leader of a major party In Canada, 
looked at the problems created by the blue 
rrtllar workers’ pickets pickets that have 
forced drastic curtailment of our mail ser¬ 
vice. 

Flora McDonald said she was appalled 
that 129 striking unionists could force a halt 

Canada's mail distribution service, and 
■ thbt sooner or later legislation would have to 
be passed to eliminate such happenings. 

HOPEFULLY such statements might be a 
forecast of things to come. Essential services 
land essential services covers a wide range 
of workers) must not be interrupted. In other 
words, those working in such areas must not 
have the right to strike. 

Tt Is ludicrous that the teaching of chil¬ 
dren should be interrupted by striking lani- 
torial staffs. Again, a veritable handful of 
workers being abte to disrupt the lives of 
thousands of young people. Education does 
fall into the essential category. 

John Turner didn't spell it out In percent¬ 
ages. but the cost tb our nation in lost pro¬ 
ductivity due to strikes, is between one and 
two per cent of our Inflation spiral of about 
12 per cent. 

AND THAT one or two per cent lei's 
say It's only one per cent means tli^t a 4f>- 
year-old worker will find his pension cheque 


worth 20 per cent less at normal retirement 
just on account of strikes alone. 

Union leaders, union rank and file are not 
to blame. They are merely fighting their bat¬ 
tles with the tools at their disposal. The 
blame rests with the Premier Barretts, the 
Prime Minister Trudeaus, the top dogs who 
have not seen fit to either legislate against 
strikes on essential services, or to grab the 
spiral debbil by the throat and institute a 
freeze on all wage settlements of no more 
than the yearly cost of living escalation. 

IT WOULD BE a start. As it stands now. 
there has been no start, there has been no 
meaningful attack mounted on the problem. 
We are without a rudder. Our high-priced 
representatives have been impotent, have al¬ 
lowed the whole staggering problem to slip 
out of their grasp. They mouth pie-in-the-sky 
plans that vanish like wisps of smoke. 

You would be surprised how many callers 
suggest we need the remedy of dictatorial 
control to get us out. of cauldron brew. They 
are not of fascist or communist leaning, but 
rather, completely bewildered and with the 
feeling of absolute despair. 

A successful businessman friend o t mine, 
not usually given to pessimistic outbursts, 
recently surprised me with a statement of 
resignation. 

”1 CAN'T SEE it ending.” he said, “we’re 
all going down the drain and nobody does 
anything about it.” 

Greed, terrible, soul-consuming greed, is 
at the root of it all. The greed of well-paid 
craftsmen who still heed Samuel Gompers 
old rallying cry of “More, More!” 

The greed of corporations that can’t be sa¬ 
tisfied with reasonable return on Invested 
dollar. Some of them make obscene profits 
and yet they too rub their hands in Scrooge- 
like glee looking for the same, more, more. 

THIS COUNTRY is faced with rising un¬ 
employment and yet this fact is lost on those 
in power who still allow thousands to emi¬ 
grate to Canada, thousands who merely add 
to the burgeoning cost of welfare. We can’t 
look after what We’ve already got, we are not 
stho great under-developed land of promise 
that some addle-pated politicians insist. 

Trudeau gives no leadership. Nor docs 
Barrett, Lougheed, Davis, Blakeney, 
‘Schryer or any other provincial leader. 
They are all miserable failures when you 
equate their efforts to the unbelievable so¬ 
cial. moral and economic problems afflicting 
Canada today. 

A dictatorial regime could do no worse.

MOSOOW (AP) - The of¬ 
ficial Soviet news agency, 
Tass, denounced as “gibber¬ 
ish” a story by columnist 
Jack Anderson about an al¬ 
leged KGB secret police plot 
to kill Richard Nixon if he 
had been elected president in 
1960.

ments. 

The tactics even reached 
inio the national headquarters 
of the boy scouts. 

Three thousand pages from 
the FBI files give the first de¬ 
tailed account of the plan, 
known as COINTELPRO. 
launched by J. Edgar Hoover 
at various times in the 1950s 


and 1960s. Hoover terminated 
formal COINTELPRO opera¬ 
tions in April, 1971. 

Party officials and the Po¬ 
litical Rights Defence Fund, 
which is supporting the 
party’s $27-mlllion damage 
suit against the FBI, were 
making the documents public 
after winning a federal court 
order forcing the FBI to yield 
them. The party has accused 
Ihe FBI of widespread viola¬ 
tions of its constitutional 
rights. 

Since it was formed In the 
1930s, the party regularly has 


offered dandidates for local 
and national office, usually 
picking up only a tiny per¬ 
centage of the vote. 

The documents show that 


the FBI mailed numerous 
anonymous letters designed to 
damage personal and political 
reputations of . party 
members.

T he Prestige and privilege once enjoyed 

by westerners in the Par East are memories. 
What respect they now enjoy there steins from 
the scientific knowledge they possess and the ex¬ 
pertise they can pass on to less well-endowed na¬ 
tions. They are no longer accepted as commercial 
colonizers because they have been too obviously 
anxious to exploit their opportunities. And in much 
of the southeast Asian territory they are no longer 
credible bulwarks against political abuses and revo¬ 
lution. 

With Cambodia’s resistance crumbling and 
surrender to the Khmer Rouge only a matter of 
days away; with an intensified offensive by North 
Vietnamese and their Viet Cong allies and South 
Vietnamese forces in almost precipitate retreat 
from the northern provinces, it begins to look as 
though former-president Richard Nixon's “domino 
theory” had some validity after all. 

Even if the United States Congress finally 
approves the emergency measures President 
Gerald Ford is seeking, they will almost certainly 
be too late to save Cambodia. And the aid current¬ 
ly being provided the North Vietnamese by China 
and the Soviet Union is not likely to be matched by 
Washington to rescue the South Vietnamese. 

In Laos, the Pathet Lao insurgents have 
achieved a measure of control by coalition. 

In Thailand there is an uneasy lull, with com¬ 
munist probing action on the borders. 

In Singapore, in Manila, in Kuala Lumpur, but 
above all in Indonesia’s capital, Jakarta, anxious 
administrators must be asking themselves in what* 
direction the next North Vietnamese expansion 
will be aimed. And President Suharto must be won¬ 
dering once more whether it is actually Peking that 
is directing Hanoi’s aggressive program. 


With that possibility in mind, Indonesia will be 
acutely aware of the danger of a confrontation on 
Timor. 

The big island, half of it administered by Ja¬ 
karta, half a Portuguese colony, lies at the south¬ 
easterly end of the Indonesian chain. Across the 
Timor Sea to the south is Australia, to the north¬ 
east the Philippines. Some time this month the co¬ 
lonial sector is expected to vote upon its future 
status. If its people choose independence — and 
even if they don’t — there is a strong suspicion in 
Jakarta that communists will endeavor to take con¬ 
trol there. 

And a communist springboard there, as Denis 
Warner pointed out in Tuesday's Colonist despatch 
from Canberra, would be intolerable. 

Indonesia is perfectly capable of annexing the 
other half of the island. 

But political observers see such a move as of 
only temporary tactical advantage. Once Hanoi’s 
armies have achieved their aims with the elimina¬ 
tion — a grim euphemism — of opposition in im¬ 
mediate-neighbor territories, communism will be 
ready for the wider adventure. 

There have been signs of an approach to a col¬ 
lective security arrangement in the Malayan-In- 
donesian-Singapore area, with possible participa¬ 
tion of the Philippines. If it can be achieved it 
would provide the best hope for preserving their 
political entities. 

And if it comes soon enough and presents the 
formidable front of which it is capable in man¬ 
power as well as natural resources it could be an ef¬ 
fective deterrent to the ambitions of the commu¬ 
nist planners. 


For convenience 


B efore Victoria’s strike-lockout halted most 
civic work, the installation of new parking 
meters downtown had just begun. Only a few of 
them are in operation. But people who have used 
them have found in the instructions an extraordi¬ 
nary euphemism. Perhaps an insulting euphemism 
would be a better description, since it seems to be 
addressed to fools. It’s bad enough to find one can 
only get 15 minutes for a five-cent piece, and only 
30 minutes for a ten-cent piece, instead of the 
former six minutes for a cent. But then comes, 
“For convenience 30 minutes for one 25-cent 
piece.” 

For convenience? For robbery, more like it. It 
means that when small change is in short supply, 
and with one-cent pieces of no use, lots of parkers 
are going to have to pay 50 cents an hour instead 
of the present 10 cents, and proportionately much 
more if the new meters are installed in the 12- 
minute parking spaces. 

Perhaps there are few Victorians who re- 


\ 


member the debates when the use of meters was 
first proposed. They were not intended primarily to 
raise revenue, aldermen said; they were to discour¬ 
age over-parking. But as the pennies and nickels 
and then the dimes flooded in, the rationale was ex¬ 
tended to include the provision of off-street park¬ 
ing. 

Raising and using the money for traffic im¬ 
provements and parking accommodation is reason¬ 
able enough, too, as long as it is not overdone. But 
the new rates, when the civic dispute ends and all 
the meters are installed, may tend to send more 
business to the outlying centres — especially the 
offer of a half-hour for a quarter if one doesn’t 
have a dime. 

It sets a person to wondering how the meters 
vvill read in Vancouver where approval has been 
given to doubling the downtown-core rate to 40 cents 
an hour, to discourage over-parking. 

For convenience, 15 minutes for a quarter?

No great power in history 
ever had only successes. Part 
of the process of coming of 
age as a great world power is 
to discover the limits of that 
power and to learn to operate 
within these limits. The Soviet 
Union has suffered many a 
failure of policy during the 30 
years since the Second World 
War. It may sustain another 
failure in the Middle East, 
since a Kissinger success at 
reaching a lasting settlement 
between Israel and the Aral* 


would deprive Moscow of its 
main vehicle for a Middle 
East role. Since the 1967 war 
Moscow has been playing the 
game or protector of the 
Arabs against Israel. They 
would no longer need a pro¬ 
tector in the event of peace. 

If Cambodia is to be a fail¬ 
ure for American policy it 
will not necessarily mean a 
success for Moscow. That 
would depend on the complex¬ 
ion of the successor govern¬ 
ment in Phnom Penh.

Rlackmnil by employer* (lockouts) — by employee*

ting up procedures and social machinery to distribute more 
fairly the material wealth our aociety produces. This action is 
vital NOW because It la obvious that we must conserve 
energy and non-renewable renource*. There might he even 
lea* to distribute! 

We ran no longer clearly differentiate between essential 
and non-essential service*. Tan we say with truth that final 
and building-materials production, or the building of hntiNlng, 
U leas essential than garbage disposal? There la no Justice In 
the suggestion that people only In ESSENTIAL services 
should not be allowed to strike. 

Let us also face this fact — “reasonable people” sitting 


down at a bargaining table will not necessarily negotiate a 
settlement. They will fall as often as they succeed. And they 
will fail most of the time when settlements are based on per¬ 
centage Increases. 

Fifteen per cent of $211,000 I* $3,000, of $H,000 is $1,200, of 
$4,000 Is $01 Ml. Yet the necessities of life cost the same in 
dollars and cents to the person now earning $4,000 a* to the 
one earning $2.3,000. t an we really be surprised that those 
suffering an Increasing dollar gap get angry enough to 
strike? And who will help the weaponless pensioners? Fifteen 
per cent of a little Is a lot less. 

Governments moat be pressured into action. The federal 
government must Institute prices and Incomes controls — 
.controls, not a freeze! Provincial governments must set up 
procedures and machinery for compulsory arbitration of 
deadlocked wage and salary negotiations. 

With Inflation controlled and with a civilized method of 
settling disputes, we might be able to ameliorate the bitter¬ 
ness and hatred that spring from greed and fear. We could 
stop depressing the poor and robbing those who saved for 
their retirement.

country formally on June 25.

Thus, Frelimo’s moralistic 
"dynamizing committees" 
now are spreading their aus¬ 
tere, multiracial, left-socialist 
gospel. 

They are preaching, exhort¬ 
ing and urging in this humid, 
sultry capital’s white-occupied 
Indian Ocean "city of ce¬ 
ment" urban area, as the Mo- 
zambiquans cal! it. They are 
doing the same in the black- 
tenanted galvanized iron, reed 
and straw shacks and huts in 
Ihe “city of cameo (for 
reeds)" on the outskirts.

The latest, and most inept,

Leftist ideologue 
‘brain’ of revolt

In emotional moments, his hands seem to shake in 
rhythm with his voice. During his first public appearance 
aftpr being named Portugal’s premier, he dropped his text 
and fumbled on the floor for it as television aired across the 
country recorded the moment. But if Premier Vasco dos 
Santos Goncalve’s public image lacks polish, his record as a 
leader does not. 

Eleven months after a group of military officers 
overthrew' Portugal’s rightist dictatorship, Goncalves has 
emerged as his country’s most powerful man. His political 
portrait has been filled in to show him as a dedicated leftist, 
ideologue leading Portugal through a J80-degree turn from 
capitalism to socialism. 

★ ★ ★ 

Deposed former president Antonio de Spinola, forced to 
name Goncalves premier because of pressure from younger 
officers, publicly identified Goncalves as "the brain" of the 
revolution. Spinola, once the public symliol of the revolution, 
now has fled the country. But Goncalves is in a stronger posi¬ 
tion than ever before. 

The tall, balding man has been credited with authoring 
the prqgram of the Armed Forces Movement (AFMi that 
was supposed to lead the country into democracy. 

Events since then have shown that he will not hesitate to 
abort the program, if he feels it necessary. Some cynics 
suggest: the present rush to socialism was charted hy Gon¬ 
calves from the very start but could not be announced as 
such because it might, foster opposition before the premier 
and the AFM were prepared to put it down. 

Two key points of the piogram already have gone by the 
wayside —the military pledge to return to barracks and let 
civilians run the government and the plank saying a constitu¬ 
tional assembly will write a new' constitution. The AFM has 
pre-empted the constitution. 

★ ★ ★ 

People who purport to have known Goncalves earlibr poli¬ 
tics say he was seen sometimes with opposition leaders 
before the dictatorship fell. This was said to he in the late 
19fi0s. Other accounts say Goncalves embraced Marxism in 
his late teens and has never wavered.

in democratic methods, it is 
perhaps understandable that 
Portuguese affairs should fall 
into disarray, but recent 
events have even left un¬ 
clear exactly which elements 
are responsible for the latest 
fiasco. 

Some even suggest the iU- 
starred rebellion was staged 
hy the extreme left and 
blamed on Spinola simply to 
frighten him out of the 
•country or, if necessary, bring 
about hi* imprisonment or 
death. 

More likely. It was the work 
of well-intending but misguid¬ 
ed moderates, probably with 
at least the moral support of 
Spinola and his brother of¬ 
ficers, as a last hid to sava 
Portugal from a plunge to the 
left.

In a country where even the 
Communist Party is consid¬ 
ered moderate by comparison 
with the extreme-left splinter 
groups, the outcome of the ad¬ 
venture was to strengthen the 
very extremist elements the 
moderates hoped to put down. 

With many questions still 
unanswered, the concern 
voiced by Joseph Luns as se¬ 
cretary-general of NATO 
ab>ut the political! future of 
Portugal will he widely 
shared by other alliance coun¬ 
tries. 

They will be only modestly 
reassured hy the promises of 
the new' Revolutionary Coun¬ 
cil that the principles and 
comm it men ts of Portuga I ’* 
foreign policy remain un¬ 
changed. 

Indeed, misgivings were 
soon aggravated by a subse¬ 
quent announcement that the 
council was considering a re¬ 
quest to allow refuelling facili¬ 
ties in Madeira for the Soviet 
merchant fleet.

Actually, Portugal doesn't 
make much of a contribution 
to the alliance, its main value 
being its strategic impor¬ 
tance derived from its prox¬ 
imity to the North Atlantic 
sea-lanes. 

Nevertheless, the country's 
reliability as an ally is bound 
to lie called into question 
since it now is ihp first and 
only country participating in 
NATO’s military activities 
with communists in its gov¬ 
ernment. Iceland has commu¬ 
nists in government, hut has 
no military forces. 

If Ihe communists havp In¬ 
creased their influence, as a 
result of last week's events, 
new questions will lie raised 
about the safety of NATO sp- 
crets and about the whole fu¬ 
ture of the alliance.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) —

pendent on imported oil today 
than it was when the Arab 
producers boycotted Western 
industrialized nations last 
winter, says a report issued 
by a commerce department 
advisory group. 

The report noted that before 
the Arab oil embargo, the 
U.S. was importing 5.8 million 
barrels of oil a day, while 
producing an average of 10.8 
million domestically. 

But in 1974, domestic pro¬ 
duction slumped to 10.3 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day, while Im¬ 
ports rose to an average of 6.6 
million. 

"The statistics tell the 
story.” the report said. "Dur¬ 
ing the first year following 


the sudden cut off of oil from 
the Middle East, little, if any, 
progress was evident toward 
a lessening of our dependence 
on foreign oil.

OTTAWA (CP) — Gerald 
Bouey, governor of the Bank 
of Canada, issued a sombre 
warning Wednesday against 
over-reacting to recession, 
and he said inflation still is 
the main problem. 

The world has an economic 
hangover, Bouey said in his 
annual report to the minister 
of finance. He urged govern¬ 
ment, business and labor to 
avoid too strong a cure. 

His comments come at a 
time when the government is 
being asked regularly to bring 
in a new budget, when prices 
continue to rise rapidly and 
when labor is becoming in¬ 
creasingly militant. 

Excesses of the last two 
years have strained the econ¬ 
omy and the most evident of 
these strains is the rapid in¬ 
crease in costs, he said. 

"There is, in fact, an open 
race going on among these 
groups for larger increases in 
money incomes. Since the 
race is occurring in a period 
in whieh no increase in 
average real income per capi¬ 
ta is being achieved in the 
economy, none of the partici¬ 
pants can gain except at the 
expense of others. 

"The activity is self-rein¬ 
forcing because even the less 
aggressive groups in society 
feel compelled to assert them¬ 
selves for fear of falling far

"Meanwhile, the exercise is 
both socially divisive and eco¬ 
nomically counter-produc¬ 
tive,” Bouey said. 

Attempts by industry to 
pass on costs run the risk of 
lower sales, production and 
employment, he said. 

"Nothing would do more to 
improve the prospects for the 
Canadian economy than a 
rapid slackening in the tempo 
of this race for higher 
money incomes.” 

Bouey said prices of many 
industrial commodities have 
been softening since mid-1974 
and there are signs of similar 
weakness prices of agricul¬ 
tural commodities. 

However, prices of manu¬ 
factured and processed goods 
are continuing to rise strong¬ 
ly. 

"Since primay commodities, 
bulk large in Canada’s ex¬ 
ports and manufactured goods 
in its imports, the current 
trends in international prices 
are reversing the benefits that 
we have gained over the past 
two years from the more 
rapid increase in the prices of 
our exports than our im¬ 
ports.” 

He said interest rates cur¬ 
rently are unusually low in 
that the return to lenders and 
savers is below the inflation 
rate. Easier credit conditions, 
however, will not guarantee a 
return to desirable levels of 
economic activity. 

Bouey blames inflation for 
many of the current economic 
problems and while lower 
rates of inflation were tolerat¬ 
ed during prosperous periods, 


there is striking evidence that 
inflation does not offer an 
easy route to sustained eco¬ 
nomic performance. 

"The origins of the current 
inflation lie to a considerable 
extent in the over-reaction of 
fiscal and monetary policy in 
many countries to the eco¬ 
nomic difficulties of the early 
1970s. 

“The problem of inflation is 
much more serious now than 
it was then, and it is therefore 
of the greatest importance 
that, in striving to restore sat¬ 
isfactory levels of economic 
activity, national authorities 
should not, in the end, over¬ 
react on this occasion as well. 

"If they do, the prospects 
for reversing the drift to¬ 
wards an increasingly infla¬ 
tionary society throughout the 
world will be poor indeed,” 
Bouey said. 

Among authorities over¬ 
reacting were those in the 
Bank of Canada and other 
central banks, by allowing 
rapid expansion of money 
supply. 

Bouey said the bank "is 
bearing very much in mind 
that a moderation of inflation 
is essential to Canada’s longer 
term interests.” 

He said the bank is promot¬ 
ing credit conditions con¬ 
ducive to resumption of eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

"Although Canada’s present 
economic circumstances are 
unpleasant and difficult, the 
longer-term prospects for the 
Canadian economy are ex¬ 
cellent if Canadians can man¬ 
age to prevent cost and price 
inflation from undermining 
the economy’s ability to func¬ 
tion efficiently at home and to 
compete strongly in interna¬ 
tional trade.”

MOSCOW (Reuter) -

The first of the refugees 
from South Vietnam's Jjjree 
central highlands provinces 
abandoned Monday Kon- 
tum, Pleiku and Barlac ar¬ 
rived at the coastal city of 
Tuy Hoa in a 20-mile long con¬ 
voy that included military 
trucks, jeeps, artillery, and 
motorbikes. 

Field reports said North 
Vietnamese forces shelled the 
convoy on Highway 7B about 
25 miles from Tuy Hoa. The 
reports also said about 100 
South Vietnamese troops flee¬ 
ing from the highlands capital 
of Ban Me Thuot were at¬ 
tacked. many killed and their 
vehicles destroyed. 

Analysts said President 
Nguyen Van Thieu approved 
the decision to abandon 
Quang Tri City for strategic 
reasons. Rumors persisted 
that Thieu did it as part of a 


political accommodation with 
ihe communist side, but both 
U.S. and Saigon government: 
spokesmen denied any d^fl.

William Colby, director of 
the CIA, had voiced concerns 
about security in background 
briefings with media repre¬ 
sentatives before detailed 
stories of the salvage opera¬ 
tion surfaced in several news¬ 
papers Wednesday. Colby had 
argued against publication on 
grounds of national security. 

The CIA had plans to re¬ 
sume it* salvage operation 
this summer, according to 
Colby, but might be deterred 
if publicity turned the matter 
into an international incident. 

He also implied that the re¬ 
covery ship, which he said 
was, built especially for the 
salvage of>e ration, might hp 
used for other undersea in¬ 
telligence work. 

The Soviet Union has lost 
several other submarines, ac¬ 
cording to the CLA, and keeps 
the site of at least one sinking 
under surveillance to guard 
against a recovery attempt.

The committee will include 
representatives of the CUPF. 
locals and “top officers" of 
the Victoria Labor Council. 

Asked after the meeting if 
the “strategy" and “support” 
contemplated could include a 
general strike by the 
15,000-plus members of unions 
affiliated with the labor coun¬ 
cil, two joint committee 
members said such action 
could he taken “if neces¬ 
sary." 

Jim Walker, president of 
CUPE Local 50. and Tom 
Smith, CUPE business agent, 
both said a request for a gen¬ 
eral strike was possible.

Some Greater Victoria 
school children seem to hp 
“doing much better" now that 
they’re not spending so much 
time at school, according to 
child psychiatrist Dr. Philip 
Ney. 

Ney. a former school hoard 
trustee, has challenged leath¬ 
ers with time on their hands 
during the CUPE strike to do 
some research into the sub¬ 
ject. 

For some children, says 
Ney. being away. from the 
classroom means a chance to 
study and investigate on their 
own in a responsible manner. 

And in some instances, 
parents are telling Ney, "this 
strike has been great" for 
their kids. 

These parents apparently 
say that the youngsters (some 
of whom are doing little odd 
K»hs for their parents) are 
learning a whole lot about life 
in the community and 
that's a plus. 

“Some of the children are 
doing much better." says 
Ney, who regrets that teach¬ 
ers aren't bothering to find 
out what education is all 
about. 

“The teacher# aren’t both¬ 
ering to take advantage of 
this very beautiful experi¬ 
mental situation." 

Ney say* there’s some 
“good research evidence" to 
show that children don't need 
to spend so much time in the 
classroom. 

Teachers should take His 
“golden opportunity" to re¬ 
search the question of “just 
how much time does a child 
need in school." 

He suggests teachers are 
"afraid of finding' out what 
Hey might find out." 

Ney thinks it entirely con¬ 
ceivable that the educational 
system “may not need half 
thp number nf teachers nr 
half the number nf school* “ 

He told the Colonist 
Wednesday that some teach¬ 
ers he has spoken to are 
“going up the wall with, noth¬ 
ing to do" except attend 
meetings "ad nauseam.” 

Well, he suggests they team 
up to study the effect of di¬ 
minished classroom time on 
the kids. « 

Teacher* in Greater Vic¬ 


toria could, for example, com¬ 
pare the number of hooks 
taken out since the strike by 
Victoria children with the 
number borrowed by school 
children in Saanich iso far 
relatively unaffected hy the 
strike i. 

They could even measure 
different happiness" levels 
hetween Greater Victoria and 
Saanich school children since 
the strike. 

Research possihlitie* are 
vast, he says, but for some 


reason the teaching profession 
appeared reticent lo study the 
effects of its teaching on its 
students. 

Ney noted that other profes¬ 
sional* such a* doctors and 
lawyer* were forced to mea¬ 
sure the effect of their work 
on their subjects. 

Rut what the educational 
system lacked more than any¬ 
thing else was ‘proper cor¬ 
rective feedback.’’ 

Ney noted Thai too often 
“education" was confused 


with “socialization” or baby¬ 
sitting. 

If having their children at 
home put greater demands on 
working parents, then they 
should adjust their expectan¬ 
cies about a "*tanriard of liv¬ 
ing" and spend more time 
with their kids. 

Ney thinks bringing up chil¬ 
dren is the "most important 
thing” parents will ever do in 
life. 

The strike also provides 
teachers with an opportunity 


to catch up with much-needed 
reading 

“If they <teachersi haven't 
read 20 books since the strike, 
then I think they should he 
fired," says the psychiatrist 
One measure of the effect of 
education on children should 
h# the educated child’s ability 
to cope with "life stresses" 
without the need for prop* 
such as beer and marijuana 
This yardstick is much 
more important than exam 
marks, Ney says.

Wheeler, who was a full¬ 
time employee of the munici¬ 
pality when the company was 
incorporated, said Wednesday 
his “lawyer made a mistake" 
when he listed the develop¬ 
ment officer’s occupation as 
landscaper. 

His signature, which ap¬ 
pears above the listing, was 
just one of many signatures 
he had placed on various doc¬ 
uments at the time of incorpo¬ 
ration, Wheeler said. 


He said he couldn't under¬ 
stand why the lawyer had 
made the mistake, particu¬ 
larly since he had been asked 
whether he wished to he listed 
as “assistant clerk-adminis¬ 
trator" or “development of¬ 
ficer"- he holds both titles 
for the municipality on the 
forms. 

“I told him lo list 'adminis- 
trator’," Wheeler said 
Wednesday. 

Wheeler also confirmed 
Wednesday that Per-Gay Es¬ 
tates never had any dealings 
in Central Saanich, agreeing 
with Lazar/ that the company 
had been formed to buy two 
lots in Parksville for develop¬ 
ment.

round game while Ed Risl- 
ing’s United States rink edged 
Alex Torrance of Scotland. 
6-5. Sweden’s Axel Kamp

U.K. cutting back 
its forces abroad 


LONDON (Reuter) — Bri¬ 
tain announced Wednesday 
sweeping cuts in its overseas 
military commitments, in¬ 
cluding troops, naval and air 
reductions in the Mediterra¬ 
nean and the Far East. 

The cuts, designed to save 
more than $10 billion in de¬ 
fence spending during the 
next 10 years, have caused 
disquiet among Britain's 14 
Atlantic alliance partners. 

Outlines or the cuts were 
disclosed to Parliament Dec. 
3, and full details were pub-' 
lished Wednesday in a Labor 
government white paper after 
long consultations with allies. 

Britain will withdraw most 
of its forces from east of Suez 
by April, 1976, and concen¬ 
trate its defence effort in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation’s central region, the 
eastern Atlantic and English 
Channel areas, the document 
said. 

To ease the strains on the 
hard-pressed British econ¬ 
omy, the government has de¬ 
cided to cut its 341,000-strong 
armed forces by 38,000 ser¬ 
vicemen and more than 30,000 
civilian jobs will also disap¬ 
pear during the next five 
years. 

The navy will lose about a 
quarter of its conventional 
submarines and about one- 
seventh of surface craft such 
as destroyers and frigates. 

The air force will loce about 
half of its transport planes 
and a quarter of its heli¬ 
copters. Planned spending on 
research will be cut by 10 per 
cent. 

The estimated defence bud¬ 
get for the new fiscal year of 
1975-76 is $10.44 billion, well 
above the target of $8.5 billion 
because of wage and price in¬ 
flation. 

The decisions will cut de¬ 
fence spending, currently at 
5.5 per cent of gross national 
product, to 4.5 per cent by the 
mid-1980s. 

NATO officials criticized 
Britain’s plans, saying they 
would weaken both the north¬ 
ern and southern flanks of the 
alliance. 

A communique said the alli¬ 
ance has expressed its “dis¬ 
quiet” to Britain over the 
scale of the reductions. 

NATO defence planners told 
reporters the alliance was

Moreover, Ihe British pro¬ 
posal to run down its forces in 
Malta and to reduce troop 
levels in Cyprus would weak¬ 
en the alliance s capacity to 
reinforce itself during any 
East-West flare-up, they said. 

They added that proposals 
to ctot British forces would 
also reduce NATO's ability to 
react swiftly to any Warsaw 
pact offensive on its northern 
flank. 

Defence Secretary Roy 
Mason told a news conference 
it was likely the military com¬ 
mittee of NATO would press 
Britain to help more on the al¬ 
liance's flanks, particularly in 
the southern region. 

He said developments in 


Greece, Turkey and Portugal 
have caused strains within 
NATO. 

The policy document com¬ 
mits Britain to keeping its 
army of the Rhine at its 
present strength of 55,000 in 
the cruc ial area of the north 
plain in West Germany. 

The British air force 
West Germany would play a 
major role in the forward de¬ 
fence of the region. Its Phan¬ 
tom fighter-bombers would be 
replaced by a greater number 
of Jaguars and multi-role 
combat aircraft would be in¬ 
troduced into the British air 
strength in West Germany, it 
added. 

The Labor government's 
document emphasized that 
the nuclear Polaris force 
would continue to be available 
to the alliance, but Britain did 
not intend to make a new gen¬ 
eration of strategic nuclear 
weapons.

Wednesday made a spectacu¬ 
lar gestdfe toward reconcili¬ 
ation with Nationalist-ruled 
Taiwan while at the same 
time asserting the orderly, 
stable legality of its own gov¬ 
ernmental processes. 

The move also sought to im- 
pi-ove relations writh the Unit¬ 
ed States and stress the influ¬ 
ence of Premier Chou En-Lai. 

The multifaceted announce¬ 
ment was released by the of¬ 
ficial New China News Agency 
in a dispatch whose highlight 
was the release of 293 “war 
criminals’’ imprisoned since 
1h# People's Republic was 
proclaimed more than 25 
years ago. The order was 
processed in strictest accord 
with the channels of adminis¬ 
tration established by China’s 
new constitution, which was 
ratified last January. It fur¬ 
ther declared that the individ¬ 
uals receiving amnesty could 
go to Taiwan if they wished. 

Peking obviously intended 
to show its readiness to talk 
seriously with the Nationalists 
regarding the reunification of 
China. No Chinese of any po¬ 
litical hue could mistake the 
• onciliatory intent of the- ges¬ 
ture -- or its political mes¬ 
sage. In addition, the Commu¬ 
nists sought to demonstrate 
that they are not preventing a 
solution of the “Taiwan prob¬ 
lem.” 

Specialists also interpreted 
the message as a combination 
of pressure and persuasion 
directed toward the United 
States. It has. since February. 

1972, been declared American 
policy to encourage the rival 
Chinese regimes to compose 
their -differences between 
themselves without outside in¬ 
terference. 

Still another important 
aspect was the affirmation of 
ihe primacy of Premier Chou 
and his supporters, chief 
among them being First Vice- 
Premier Teng Hsiao-Ping. 

That group stands for “social¬ 
ist legality,’’ rather than the 
periodic upheavals of disrup¬ 
tive “campaigns.” It also 
stands for “unity” among all 
Chinese — and the measure 
announced Wednesday 
stressed that theme along 
with legality. 

Among the prisoners re¬ 
leased were former National¬ 
ist army officers, former of¬ 
ficials of the Nationalist gov¬ 
ernment and party, and Na¬ 
tionalist “secret ' agents.”

This would 
not cause any major anxiety 
here. 

However, a millitary pull¬ 
back from the oil field would 
have considerable repercus¬ 
sions. It would mean station¬ 
ing Egyptian armed forces, 
including armor, closer to 
Sharm el Sheikh, which Israel 
considers vital for controlling 
its access to the Indian 
Ocean. It also would make 
Israel totally dependent upon 
outside oil supplies, an un¬ 
comfortable position even if 
assurances are obtained from 
the United States or from the 
Persian Gulf for a continued 
oil flow.

the two strategic passes, the 
defence of ceijtral Sinai would 
become extremely difficult, 
in Israel's view.

But Egyptian officials now 
appear certain the problem 
can be resolved through a for¬ 
mula confirming that a cease¬ 
fire existed and would con¬ 
tinue. 

In return, the Egyptians 
say, Egypt wants language in 
the text of the accord linking 
Israeli' withdrawal in Sinai to 
future Israeli withdrawals in 


Syria and Jordan and treat¬ 
ment of the Palestine ques¬ 
tion. 

President Sadat needs and 
wants Syrian President Hafez 
al-Assad's approval to go 
ahead winh an accord. But 
Assad Is reluctant unless Dr. 
Kissinger and Israel commit 
themselves to new Israeli 
troop withdrawals from the 
occupied ‘ Golan territory, 
something Jerusalem is now- 
unwilling to do.

Another British Caribbean 
island is headed toward in¬ 
dependence — St. Vincent. 

With a scant 150 square 
miles of territory and only 
about 100,000 people, there are 
major questions about both its 
political and economic viabi¬ 
lity as an independent state. 
Bilt the islanders apparently 
favor the move. 

Late last year, they gave 
former Premier Milton Cato 
and his predominantly mid¬ 
dle-?: lass St. Vincent Labor 
Party a landslide victory at 
the polls as he talked of early 
indej>endence from Britain. 

Since then, he has repeated 
the theme frequently, winning 
wide' assent from his fellow 
isilanders. 

All this is a little disheart¬ 
ening to those who have long 
argued for some sort of union 
of the small British islands in 
the eastern Caribbean as the 
most viable solution to their 
future. 

Already. Grenada has gone 
the road of independence, be¬ 
coming free in February. 
1974, and Antigua has an¬ 
nounced its intention of doing 
the same in 1976. 

That would still leave nu¬ 
merous islands linked to Bri¬ 
tain in one constitutional ar- 
rarijfement or another, but all 
are small and economically 
depressed. Several do not 
want independence in any 
form; others might go for it 
in a union. But this latter 



course now seem* Increas¬ 
ingly remote. 

Cato gives lip service to the 
idea of a Caribbean union of 
small islands. But his return 
to the premiership of St. Vin¬ 
cent is. bound to stir old ri¬ 
valries between St. Vincent, 
St Lucia and other islands 
working against any unity. 

He was premier from 1967 
to 1972, and, while popular on 
his own island, was widely 
criticized by those from 
neighboring islands. 

After Cato's defeat in 1972, 
there was a glimmer of en¬ 


couragement for the concept 
of island unifaction. H i ■ 
suocessor was James Mit¬ 
chell, a young agronomist, • 
who sought various sorts of 
ties with St. Lucia (governed 
by another young technocrat, 
John Compton, who is also s 
cousin of Mitchell) and with 
Grenada and the other East¬ 
ern Caribbean Islands. 

But Mitchell, as premier-, 
never had the ear of the ma¬ 
jority of islanders. He won the 
post in 1972 as a result of an 
electoral dead heat between 
supporters of Cato and an¬ 
other former premier, Eben- 
ezer Joshua. 4 

While there may be atill a^ 
distant hope that union of the 
islands could somehow be 
achieved in the future, the 
likelihood seems so remote 
today that there are few ob¬ 
servers who see anything 
ahead for the islands but 
“a gtvlt-alone approach," as 
Mitchell himself said recent¬ 
ly.

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With CBC, B.C. losing, 
who’ll get Channel 10?

If the B.C. government and 
the CBC are out of the race 
for Vancouver-Victoria televi¬ 
sion channel 10 — and Ottawa 
says they are — who’s still in 
the running? 

Four applications «* for a 
third Vancouver TV station 
are listed on the agenda 
which the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission has 
published for its hearings 
starting April 22 in Van¬ 
couver, and the most unusual 
aspect is that not all are bid¬ 
ding for Channel 10. 

One of the four applicants 
will ask for either Channel 10 
on the ordinary VHF televi¬ 
sion spectrum or Channel 26 
on the UHF spectrum, cur¬ 
rently unused in B.C. Another 
will apply for Channel 26 only. 

Industry sources cautioned 
against any simulation that 
viewers who want to see any 
new station might have to line 
up for expensive converters to 
see UHF Channel 26. 

They pointed out a UHF 
channel can be placed on a 
cable-television system as 
easily as the present channels 
and more than 90 per cent of 
the TV sets in the Victoria 
and Vancouver . areas are 
hooked up to cable. 

Most intriguing of the four 
applications comes from 
Channel 79 Ltd. of Toronto, 
dperator of the publicly-owned 


station CITY-TV which has 
gained fame for its late-night 
showings of blue movies. 

The four applicants in the 
order of their listed appear¬ 
ances : 

• Channel 79 Ltd., which 
seeks a station only on Chan¬ 
nel 26 with a power of 102 kil¬ 
owatts and a directional an¬ 
tenna. The sources said this 
application contains no major 
B.C. names and pointed out 
the CRTC stresses local in¬ 
volvement in new-station own¬ 
ership. 

• Ten Television Ltd., 
which has applied only for 
Channel 10 with a power of 46 
kilowatts and a directional an- 
lenna. Major names in this 
group are Edmonton tycoon 
J. C. Allard and Wendell 
Wilkes, who once ran a TV 
station for Allard and has 
since worked for Ontario’s 
Global TV network. 

• Pacific Rim Broadcast¬ 
ing Ltd.-, which seeks Channel 
10 only with a power of 8.'! 
kilowatts and a directional an¬ 
tenna. Its main name is Van- 
c o u v e r developer Graham 
Dawson, who was among the 
losers in 1973 when the CRTC 
turned down all of the first 
batch of bidders for a third 
Vancouver station. 

• Western Approaches 
Ltd., which has applied for 
Channel 10 with 285 kilowatts 
or Channel 26 with 675 kilo¬ 
watts and an omnidirectional 


antenna for either. Major 
names in this group are Van¬ 
couver broadcaster William 
Bellman and Vancouver busi¬ 
nessman Daryl Duke. 

There Is still an outside 
chance that the CRTC may 
spurn all four bidders for the 
third Vancouver station and 
either call for new applica¬ 
tions in a couple of years or 
indicate B.C. or the CBC 
might have a chance in fu¬ 
ture. 

Federal Communications 
Minister Gerard Pelletier an¬ 
nounced Monday in Ottawa 
the cabinet had rejected 
CSC’s request to reserve the 
channel for a later CBC Vic¬ 
toria station and B.C.’s re¬ 
quest to use Channel 10 as an 
educational facility. 

Pelletier left a tiny loophole 
when he said the CRTC would 
review the entire Victoria- 
Vancouver TV situation at its 
April hearings. B.C. has al¬ 
ready stated it will appear at 
the hearings to oppose a new 
commercial station and the 
CBC will have observers there 
in force. 

It may be, however, that 
the only effect of Pelletier’s 
loophole will be to shift re¬ 


sponsibility for the final deci¬ 
sion to the CRTC instead of 
ihe cabinet. 

After its 1973 hearings, the 
CRTC said the CBC should 
replace its Fraser Valley re¬ 
peater station on Channel 3 
with a station to serve Van¬ 
couver Island and that ap¬ 
parently remains CRTC poli¬ 
cy. 

The CRTC’s stand on pro¬ 
vincial TV systems is much 
more complex. A quick de¬ 
scription is that it is based on 
various political influences, 
mostly located in eastern Can¬ 
ada. 

The CRTC agenda for the 
April hearings shows Channel 
10 will not be the only issue. 
It \ also includes licence re¬ 
newals for TV stations, re¬ 
peaters and cablevision com¬ 
panies in B.C. 

Davin Enterprises of Saan¬ 
ich, with a small cable-TV 
system, is seeking a monthly 
fee increase to $6 from the 
present range of $4.50 to $5. 
Licence renewals are sought 
by Saanich Cablevision of Sid¬ 
ney and Urban Cablevision of 
the Langford and Sooke 
areas.

Device can burn 
debris on lake

A Forest Service spokesman 
says the British Columbia 
government is working on a 
new plan to help clean up the 
estimated 5 million ton* of 
debris on WiUiston Lake in 
northern B.C. 

A year of designing, plan¬ 
ning and $175,000 went into a 
device called a debris burning 
basket which is being as¬ 
sembled on the Ice of the 
lake. It will be tested on the 
160-mile long lake lhat holds 
water for B.C. Hydro’s Peace 
River power system. 

John Paynter. supervisor of 
marine services for the 
Forest Service, said Tuesday 
the device will allow unusea- 
ble timber to be burned on the 
water instead of having to col¬ 
lect the debris and transport 
it to a burning site on land. 

The basket is an octagon 
110 feet across, with 40-foot 
sides. The sides are eight-foot¬ 
wide pontoons. From each 
pontoon. 10 one-inch cables 
stretch to the opposite pon¬ 
toon forming a mesh basket. 

A steel barge holding a 
40-ton crane which will pick 
iqMhe logs, is attached to the 
giant basket. 

“The crane can pick up ihe 
logs to burn are! marketable 


logs from Ihe same log 
mass,” he said. “Those we , 
can save will be bundled and 
then later auctioned off to the 
mills. 

“I also understand that we 
will have a mobile chipper 
operating from the shore this 
summer and the plan is to 
have it on a barge alongside 
the crane a year from now.” 

Paynter said that by using 
two shifts daily for the crane 
and barge, 200 tons of unusea- 
ble debris could be burned 
each day. 

“One of the nice things 
about the system is that we 
will be able to bum right out 
on the lake, thus cutting the 
risk of forest fire. 

“At first we were worried 
about the ash but experiments 
showed there is so much heat 
the ash is swept high into the 
air and dispersed over a large 
area. 

“Even the fish and wildlife 
branch is pleased with this 
aspect of the system.” 

A water spray curtain pro¬ 
tects the tug operator from 
heat while logs are burning.

I have been spending quite 
a bit of tjme and column 
space on roses this spring - 
why you should plant them, 
when to plant, where to plant 
and what kinds to plant. After 
all this theorizing, it-is about 
time we got down to the nitty- 
gritty of HOW to plant a rose, 
a parks employee who had 

The first instruction I ever 
had on rose planting came 
from an old Scottish gardener, 
had his professional training 
in Edinburgh's world-famous 
botanic garden. 

He insisted that I take out a 
circular hole some 24 inches 
across and eight inches deep. 
In the middle of this flat-bot- 
tomed hole, 1 was taught to 
build a mound of beattn soil. 

The idea was to sit the rose 
hush up on this mound with 
the roots spread out evenly, 
radiating outward and sloping 
gently downward from the 
centre, then fill in over the 
roots and make very firm. 

★ ★ ★ 

I used this method for many 
years and passed the informa¬ 
tion along ih my cohmin until, 
a few years ago, I re aliz e d 
the root arrangement on com¬ 
mercially-grown roses had 
changed radically since my 
younger days.

One of the lesser heroes of American 
legend is the telephone lineman, and 
now he seems In danger of vanishing 
from the scene, in name at least — one 
more victim of the notion that woman's 
lot will be improved if all words ending 
In "man'’ are expunged from the lan¬ 
guage. 

Though never given the kind of wor¬ 
ship we devote to our athletes, singers 
and outlaws, the telephone lineman has 
enjoyed our respect and admiration. He 
was a rakish figure in his work clothes. 
With those spiked boots for climbing 
telephone poles and the tools of his 
trade hanging from his belt, he was 
reminiscent of the gunfighter. another 
legendary figure with whom he shared 
the winning of the Wtst. 

The lineman’s work was risky and 
spectacular. We hardly envied him on 
wintry days, when the dark sky was 
crackling with elecricity, and he had to 
shinny up a pole to repair a break so 
tht neighborhood could have Its service. 
There was no margin for error up there 
among the high tension wires, and now 
and then something would go wrong and 
a man would be killed in his harness. 

★ ★ ★ 

I remember from my boyhood an 
inspiring book called Slim the Tele¬ 
phone Lineman, or something like that. 
And of course more recently the 
country singer Glen Campbell immor¬ 
talized the breed with The Wichita Line¬ 
man. 

But now, I am told by a news re¬ 
lease from the General Telephone Co. 
of California, the word “lineman” has 
been dropped from their list of job titles 
“in response to a recommendation from 


nowadays don’t have rootk ra¬ 
diating outward in all direc¬ 
tion from the centre — they 
grow more or less in a bunch, 
alt pointing in one direction. 

I don’t know what the mod¬ 
ern commercial rose grower 
does to his plants to get the 
roots bunched up and sloping 
off in one direction only — I 
suppose it is to make packag¬ 
ing easier - hut it certainly 
complicates the planting. 

No matter how you fiddle 
with the roots, you just can’t 
get them spread out evenly 
like the spokes of a wheel. 

★ ★ ★ 

I was still puzzling over this 
when I ran across a magazine 
article by a noted Canadian 
expert, Percy Wright of Sas¬ 
katoon, advocating the plant¬ 
ing of roses on the slant, in a 
squarish hole with a sloping 
bottom. 

Later, while browsing 
through the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society’s excellent hand¬ 
book on roses, I found the 
same on-the-slant method de¬ 
scribed by F. F. F a i r - 
brother, president of Bri¬ 
ttain's National Rose Society. 

Now, when two such emi¬ 
nent rosarians as Wright and 
Fairbrother hit upon the same 
planting technique while 
working independently half a 


world apart, the method must 
have merit. 

I tried it, and 1 find it much 
more effective than the older 
upright planting. 

★ ★ ★ 

The idea is to take out a 
rectangular hole 18 inches 
long by 12 inches wide, and 
with a sloping bottom, four 
inches deep at the shallow 
end to nine inches deep at the 
Ijottom. Any long or strag¬ 
gling roots are shortened and 
any damaged ones are cut 
away. 

The plant is held at the 
stiallow end of the hole, with 
the graft union well below soil 
level, and the roots are 
spread out as evenly as possi¬ 
ble, sloping downward over 
the floor of the hole. With 
everything in position, filling 
in can wmmence. 

★ ★ * 

Generally speaking, the soil 
excavated from a planting 
hole is seldom good enough to 
put back in “as is." I like to 
mix my fill-in soil with dam¬ 
pened peat moss, one part 
peat to three parts soil, to¬ 
gether with a good slug of 
bone meal, about cupfuls 
for each rose. 

Put a little of this mixture 
orl the floor of the slant-bot¬ 
tomed hole, then arrange the 
ms© In the proper position 


and fill in with the prepared 
soil mixture over the spread- 
out roots. 

When the filling in is about 
two-thirds completed, stop 
and pour a couple of quarts of 
transplanting or “starter" so¬ 
lution in the hole. 

★ ★ ★ 

Plan water would serve, ac¬ 
tually. for the main purpose 
of the drench is to bring thfe 
soil into very close contact 
with the roots, which it does 
mQch more effectively than 
firming with the feet. 

A little mild stimulant 
added to the water, though, 
helps get the roots off to a 
good start: 

There are several prepara¬ 
tions on the market which 
perform well as transplanting 
solutions. These are sold 
under such names as Trans- 
plantone, Dixon-Reid Vitamin 
*3-1. Ortho Upstart. Alginure, 
Algifeed and Maxicrop. In¬ 
structions for diluting these 
concentrates are given on the 
label. 

When the starter solution 
has drained away, complete 
the filling in with loose, dry 
soil on top. No treading is 
necessary or desirable m this 
method of planting, as the so¬ 
lution will do all the firming 
necessary.

From now on, a telephone lineman 
will be known as a “plant construction 
installer." So a neat, simple, graphic 
term — "lineman" — is buried, and the 
language slips a bit further into the 
morass of gobbledegook. 

It is not only the word lineman that 
has been eliminated in General’s desex- 
ification program Another honorable 
occupation "draftsman" will 

henceforth be known as "drafting plans 
drawer." As in the case of lineman, we 
now- have three words where previously 
onp served very well. 

The company has gone all the way 
down the list, changing its “man" words 
to other words, usually two or three 
other w-ords. A pressman Is now a print¬ 
ing press operator; a repairman is a 
plant maintainer, and a warehouseman 
is a warehouse attendant. 

★ ★ ★ 

I hojje no one thinks I disapprove of 
women working as telephone linemen or 
in any- other of these .jobs which tradi¬ 
tionally may have been held by men. I 
imagine a healthy young woman can 
climb a telephone pole as easily as a 
man, and, in die eyes of a small boy, 
would probably be more fascinating to 
watch; in the eyes of a grow r n man too, 
for that matter. 

But why can't a woman telephone 
lineman be called a lineman? It was an 
earlier generation’s attempt to feminize 
occupational titles that gave us such 
monstrous words as authoress, aviatrix 
and even, God help us, doctoress. 
Today, happily, women may be called 


authors, aviators, and doctors, and no 
one thinks of these words as sexist or 
masculine. 

Lineman would quickly become com¬ 
mon and accepted. No one would think 
of the word as containing the word 
“man," any mare than women think 
of the word woman itself as containing 
the word man. If they are looking for 
sexist words to eliminate, the word 
woman — which literally means “man's 
wife," should have been the first to go. 

Already such a word as policewoman 
is in wide use. though we didn't need it 
Policeman would have served both 
sexes. However, I will agree to almosl 
any compromise to avoid tha* ridicu¬ 
lous suffix “person." 

Happily, “person" will probably fail 
In the long run because no one who has 
the slightest respect for the language 
can bear the sound of it, especially 
when it turns up at the end of a good 
old word that has been brutally out 
short to have it grafted on. 

★ '+ ★ 

The other day a reader sent me a 
copy of a student newspaper in which 
first-year students are referred to as 
“freshpersons." Is that what the free¬ 
dom of speech movement has brought 
us to? Freshpersons is a word so aw’k- 
ward and bleak that it shows us just 
how silly we’ve become. 

One of the things I liked best about 
my brief life at college w-as girl fresh¬ 
men. I hope they’re here to stay. 

And someday I hope there will be an 
inspiring book for little girls called Sue. 
the Telephone Lineman. That is the 
way the language will truly be desexed. 


Giantism self-defeating 


Almost everything lhat used 
to be small, intimate or per¬ 
sonal has had to give way to 
massive enlargement and the 
forces of total impersonality. 

Apartment-houses, once 
only smnll-storeycd escaln 
tions of two-family duplexes, 
arc now incarnated in mult¬ 
iple “high-rise towers." 

Shopping areas have moved 
up from centres to plazas, to 
malls, and are now little less 
than “shopping-towns" and 
‘ ’marketing-cities.' ’ 

Even the advertisements 
for compact cars have 
changed their themes. They 
no longer urge us to “think 
small"; their cars have 
grown taller and fatter. 

★ ★ ★ 

All of these symptoms of 
the modem disease of gian¬ 
tism help explain why it is 
that the contemporary univer¬ 
sity is more a multiversity 
where students seem to he 
nothing more than statistics, 
and the real business of learn¬ 
ing has been put aside in 
favor of massive programs. 

And the way in which re¬ 
search programs arc under¬ 
taken these days narrows the 
scope open to the university 
administrators. 

The university must now

“produce" knowledge, and 
not only disseminate ideasj it 
must compete success lull v 
with other knowledge-produc¬ 
tion centres rival universi¬ 
ties — if it is to receive the 
government or military con¬ 
tract to allow its research 
program to pres* forward, 
grow and expand. 

* * * 

Great, teachers, of course, 
are not necessarily great re¬ 
searchers. University educa¬ 
tion today sorely lacks a 
teaching-corps; teachers, un¬ 
happily. arc less honored than 
those responsible for research 
programs. 

But even many of those in¬ 
volved in university research 
projects are not always re¬ 
searchers in the classical 
sense. They have become lit¬ 
tle more than programmed- 
searchers, and are nol sponta¬ 
neous, creative seekers after 
knowledge. 

A greal physicist. Professor 
Percy W. Bridgman, provides 
some interesting personal in¬ 
sight into the problem; 

“In spite of the fad lhat I 
have in the main followed one 


guiding experimental idea. I 
have nevertheless at all times 
telt free to pursue other lines 
of interest, whether experi¬ 
ment, or theory, or fundamen¬ 
tal criticism. 

' Another outstanding char¬ 
acteristic of my w-ork mas 

l>een the smallness of its 
scale. Not only Is the appara¬ 
tus itself small .. . but I have 
never had more than two or 
three student* at a time or a 
couple of assistants. 

“The result has been that I 
have been able at all times to 
maintain the closest contact 
with the details of the workx 
and also have been ablest?) 
conserve the requisite amount 
of leisure. 


“Roth of these features 
have been of the highest im¬ 
portance. In advancing into 
new territory ... the neces¬ 
sity is continuous for the de¬ 
velopment of new methods 
and new ideas. For nfe. at 
least, new ideas germinate 
only in an atmosphere of 
leisure. 

“I have to immerse myself 


in a problem and then let it 
gestate in my brain, without, 
distraction of other interests^ 
if I am to expect the solution 
to come sauntering into my 
mind when I wake up two or 
three mornings later ..." 

Another great advan¬ 
tage of working on a small 
scale is that one gives no hos¬ 
tage to one's own past. If I 
w ake up in the morning with 
a new idea, the utilization of 
which involves scrapping 
elaborate precautions already 
made, I am free to scrap 
what I have done and start off 
on a new and better line. 

“This would not be passible 
without crippling loss of 
morale if one were working 
on a large scale with a com¬ 
plex organization under one." 
★ * * 

To be sure, It is not easy to 
go back to the so-called 
“good-old-days,’' when things 
were less massive and com¬ 
plex, and the individual, as an 
individual, could grow into his 
fullest stature. Now, we are 
all on a big team, trying m 
win for “our side" but with 
little of the deeper, personal 
fulfilments available.

SAN SALVADOR, El Sal¬ 
vador (UPI)—Newsmen face 
not only censorship and gov¬ 
ernment pressures but death 
or maiming in much of Latin 
America, the Inter-American' 
press association’s freedom of 
the press committee said 
Wednesday. 

“To be a newsman in these 
days canies the danger of 
being killed, destroyed by the 
deadly fire of snipers, terror¬ 
ists and bombers," the com¬ 
mittee chairman, German 
Omes of Santo Domingo, de¬ 
clared at >the conclusion of a 
three-day meeting. . 

A columnist in the Domini¬ 
can Republic was murdered 
Monday night while the meet¬ 
ing took place, underlining the 
atmosphere of terror and 
bloodshed in which newsmen 
work in most of Latin Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The committee declared 
there is no freedom of the 
press in Brazil, Cuba, Chile, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Pana¬ 
ma, Paraguay, Peru or Uru¬ 
guay and in Haiti the press 
has ceased to exist. 

Press freedoms are men¬ 
aced to varying degrees in 
Argentina, Bahamas, Guyana, 
Ecuador, Mexico and Vene¬ 
zuela, the committee said. 

The committee said free¬ 
dom of expression exists in 
Aruba, Barbados, Bermuda, 
British Honduras, Cayman Is¬ 
lands, French West Antilles, 
French Guyana, Jamaica, 
Surinam, 'lYinidad, the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Puerto 
Rico, the United States, Brit¬ 
ish Virgin Islands, Boliva, 
Canada, Costa Rica, Colom¬ 
bia, and El Salvador.

Canadian shot 
in Lebanon 


BEIRirr Lebanon (AP) — 
A Canadian embassy official 
was seriously wounded early 
Wednesday by a machine-gun 
burst fired by a guard outside 
a Palestinian guerrilla lead¬ 
er’s house, police sources re¬ 
ported 

The embassy identified the 
victim as Michel Richer an 
employee in the Canadian 
consulate's visa section for 
about 18 months A spokes¬ 
man said Richer was sent to 
Lebanon by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment but did not have dip¬ 
lomatic status.

They are being todl to do so 
by accountants and attorneys 
who know there is more to the 
Bahamas than sunny beaches. 

Those lovely islands are only 
one example of tax havens 
where U.S. levies do not 
reach. 

The list of foreign tax havens 
reads like a roll call of 
"mouse that roared” coun¬ 
tries: Andorra, Anquilla, Cai¬ 
man Islands, Lichtenstein, 

Malta, Netherlands, Antilles, 

New Hebjuries, Panama, and 
the Pitcairn Islands are 
among the better known 
foreign tax havens. 

What makes these colorM 
vacation countries attract ve 
for the avoidance of taxes by 
Americans is that they them¬ 
selves do not tax foreign 
money and they have treaties 
with the United States that 
prohibit the taxation of one 
another’s citizens or corpora¬ 
tions. 

How does the U.S. internal 
Revenue Service feel about all 
this? 

"It’s a matter of economic 
policy that our government 
wants to give favorable tax 
treatment to citi zens of 
foreign countries to encourage 
a cash flow," says William 
Louie, an IRS official in San 
Francisco. "If a U.S. citizen 
wants to take advantage of a 
favorable tax setup in a 
foreign nation, then he can 
create a trust or corporation 
in that country and It’s 
legal." j 

The Foreign Investors Tax 
Act of 1966 gave rise to a 
large number of overseas 
trusts created by U.S. citi¬ 
zens, Louie says. 

Foreign tax haven arrange¬ 
ments take numerous other 
forms. Here is an example of 
how one might work. 

An American businessman 
plans to launch a business dis¬ 
tributing cooking utensils out¬ 
side the United States. His tax 
attorney tells him to set up an 
overseas corporation t? rp-u 
chase and resell the cook¬ 
ware. 

Let us say that the cooking 
gear is being manufactured in 
Germany. The American es¬ 
tablishes a corporation in the 
Bahamas, which purchases 
the product in Germany (ei¬ 
ther from its own factory or 
from an independent supplier) 
and then sells it in other na¬ 
tions. 

Sinee the resulting profit has 
been made by a foreign cor¬ 
poration, there is no U.S. tax 
on the transaction; and, since 
there is no Bahamas tax, the 
business profits tre not taxed 
at all. 

The question now arises as 
to how does the American cit¬ 
izen obtain those untaxed prof¬ 
its. 

The answer becomes appar¬ 
ent when one notices that 
each foreign tax haven has 
about as many banks as in¬ 
habitants. The U.S. citizen ob¬ 
tains a loan, guaranteed by 
the profits and assets of his 
foreign corporation, from a 
bank that operates in a 
foreign tax haven. The loans 
are not taxable Income, and 
the funds can be used for 
business or personal pur¬ 
poses.

VANCOUVER (CP) 1*he 
Sun says the tentative con¬ 
tract negotiated by the British 
Columbia Maritime Employ¬ 
ers’ Association and the Inter¬ 
national Longshoremen's and 
Warehousemen’s Union in¬ 
cludes a wage increase of 
$1.95 an hour over two year. 

The evening newspaper 
says the wage increase would 
be $1.15 an hour this year and 
80 cents an hour in 1976. 

The dockworkers get time- 
and-a-half rates for the after¬ 
noon shift and double time for 
the graveyard shift. 

.Base rate under the old con¬ 
tract was $6.08 an hour. 

The Sun says the tentative 
agreement reached last Sun¬ 
day would delay a change in 
the clause governing the han¬ 
dling of containers, pending a 
detailed study of its effects. 

Negotiators for the employ¬ 
ers have tried to convince the 
longshoremen their jobs are 
not jeopardized by allowing 
certain containers to go di¬ 
rectly to a leased warehouse 
from the docks. 

Federal mediator William 
Kelly said the longshoremen 
fear the work opportunities 
that now exist would not he 
there if they relaxed their 
rules on container handling 
while the employers maintain 
work would increase because 
more containers would be at- 
Viracted to the port. 

The old agreement ensured 
that longshoremen unload all 
containers destined for leased 
warehouse space. 

"Both sides are interested 
in developing the port of Van¬ 
couver to its full potential," 
said Kelly. "Naturally the 
longshoremen want to get all 
of the work opportunities they 
can out of cargo going 
through- UnTTJtfrt.’’ 

Kelly, who entered the ne¬ 
gotiations March 10. said both 
sides in the dispute are re¬ 
commending acceptance of 
the proposed contract. 

The union was seeking an 
Increase of $1.50 an hour in „ 
one year while the employers 
had offered $1.75 an hour in a 
two-year contract. The old 
contract expired Dec. 31. 

The strike by 4.000 long¬ 
shoremen began March 1 and 
. .closed 11 West Coast ports. It 
shut off exports of goods and 
the movement of domestic 
supplies up and down the 
West Coast. , 

A spokesman for the 60 
companies represented in thei 
negotiations said the port of 
Vancouver could be back in 
operation by the end of the 
week if longshoremen accept 
the agreement. 

Riddled

found 

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) — 
Police patrolling riverside 
garbage dumps on the west¬ 
ern border of Buenos Aires 
Wednesday found four 
charred, bullet-riddled bodies 
in a burned pickup truck. 

Police sources said the 
truck was parked near a 
dumping ground for victims 
of right-wing terrorists in the 
same* area where patrols 
found five bodies last week. 

They said the-corpses in the 
truck were so badly burned 
officers could not immediate¬ 
ly determine their sex. A po¬ 
lice medical examiner later 
said all the victims were men.’ 

Two of the bound, gagged 
and shotgunned victims found 
last week were identified as 
members of the Socialist 
Workers party, a small left- 
wing party closely allied with 
Argentine trade unions. 

The Argentine Anti-Com¬ 
munist alliance, a right-wing 
terrorist group which claimed 
responsibility for 23 murders 
last year, has frequently 
burned the'bodies of its ex¬ 
ecution victims to prevent 
identification. 

Police sources say thr AAA 
has been unofficially linked t<» 
killings of several other lef¬ 
tists and suspects.

Both decisions have baffled 
the conservatives on the right 
wing of his National Party, 
who have been brought up for 
generations on totally un¬ 
compromising theories about 
white exclusivity. 

But both decisions are In 
line with a deep-seated 
change in official policy that 
has become increasingly evi¬ 
dent in race matters since the 
end of last year when Vorster 
began to woo black opinion- 
makers in other part of Africa 
as part of his search for de- I 
tente and peace in southerns'I 
Africa. 

Part of this packagewas to 
declare unequivocally that, I 

while there might be “dif- I 

ferentiation” between the 
various races inside South 
Africa, the government would 
root out discrimination that 
was based solely on the color 
of a man’s skin. 

Vorster and supporters of 
his policies inside the Cabinet 
have met strong opposition 
from their own party caucus, 
even at cabinet level. 

But so far the prime min¬ 
ister has been able to carry 
through his Initiatives for sev¬ 
eral reasons: 

• He is pre-eminent in his 
party at present, without a 
serious rival in sight. 

• There is a strong aware- | 
ness of the need for changes 

in race relations among all 
groups in South Africa. 

• The time is politically ! 
opportune for Vorster to 1 
strike out along a new line. 

He is many months away j 
from potentially embarras- I 
sing party congresses where j 
grass-roots supporters might 
feel Inclined to ask awkward 
questions, and he Is four 
years away from a need for a 
general election. 

Until it was opened to all i 
races the Nico Malan com¬ 
plex, designed to be the 
country’s most up-to-date and 
luxurious palace of the arts, 
was more of a monument to 
racism than to culture. Built 
with money collected from 
black and white taxpayers i 
alike, it was reserved exclusi- j 
vely for w'hites from the time 
it was opened in 1971. 

To protest this many promi¬ 
nent whites refused to go to 
the theater even if they 
missed some of the most glit¬ 
tering shows mounted in 
South Africa. 

The decision to allow racial- i 
ly mixed rugby and cricket 
teams to play visiting teams j 
is the result, of a gradual 1 
change in attitude toward 
"mixed” sport in South Africa 
but also of enormous pressure 
from aboard. 

At present, through various 
relaxations in the color bar¬ 
riers, it is almost com- 
monplaca for athletes of dif¬ 
ferent races to race against 
each other, to box each other, 
to swim against each other, 
even to play soccer against 
each other at so-called mul¬ 
tinational meetings. But the 
two main sports, rugby and 
cricket, remained racially ex¬ 
clusive. 

This policy has almost com¬ 
pletely frozen South Africans j 
out of international competi¬ 
tion to the degree that few \ 
overseas countries are pre¬ 
pared to play them at all. It 
was a matter of changing the 
policy 6r abandoning all over¬ 
seas competition. 

The first reward for the 
change has been an agree¬ 
ment by the French Rugby 
Union to send a touring team 
here later this year. 

The government atill ref¬ 
uses to allow racially mixed 
rugby and cricket to be 
played at club or provincial 
levels, although this is now 
widely considered as an inevi¬ 
table next concession to com¬ 
mon sense.

(AP) — The old buckets that 
(or generations have hung on 
New England’s sugar maple 
trees appear to be on the way 
out for some producers, the 
victims of gauges, thermo¬ 
stats and miles of plastic tub¬ 
ing. 

"I’ve got one bucket on a 
tree up here — for nostalgia’s 
sake,” says Daniel Johnson, 
who has some 2,000 taps on 
the maples on his small farm 
in southern New Hampshire. 

The taps are connected by 
eight miles of tubing to 12 
buckets placed along a 
roadbed. 

When Johnson wants to col¬ 
lect the maple, he pumps the 
sap from the 12 buckets into a 
300-gallon tank on the back of 
his truck and transports it to 
a nearby sugar house. There 
it is boiled until it turns into 
maple syrup. 

"The whole trick is that in¬ 
stead of going to 2,000 buck¬ 
ets, I’m going to 12 buckets,” 
he said. 

”1 learned fast.” Johnson 
said. "The buckets were fun, 
but the tubing is really 
great.” 

A neighbor, Charles Bacon 
Jr., has gone one*step further 
toward mechanization, admit¬ 
ting that perhaps “I’ve gone a 
little ultra-ultra.” 

Bacon uses a vacuum sys¬ 
tem that pulls the sap from 
the trees through plastic tub¬ 
ing to a series of buckets. 
From the buckets, the sap is 
pumped to the sugar house. 

"This system gets from 50 
to 100 per cent more sap than 
a system with plastic tubing 
alcme.” he said. “And the 
plastic tubing supplies twice 
the sap from the same 
number of taps as the buck¬ 
ets.” 

Gauges monitor pressure in 
the system and thermostats 
shut machines nn and off, de¬ 
pending on whether the sap is 
running. 

Johnson produces about 
2000 gallons of syrup a year 1 
and Bacon between 400 and 
500 gallons. Both say demand 
for maple syrup has increased 
in recent years, with the cur¬ 
rent interest in natural foods. 

The New Hampshire Maple 
Producers Association said 
member growers produced 
more than 53,000 gallons of 
syrup last year for a gross in¬ 
come of between 5650,000 to 
5750,000.

The antibody level is higher 
among some prisoner groups 
and in such countries as Costa 
Rica where at least 90 per 
cent of the children have the 
disease-fighting substance in 
their blood by age 15. the 
paper said 

This “highly susceptible 
status” of adult Americans 
not living in institutions em¬ 
phasizes “the potential for ex¬ 
plosive epidemics of the dis¬ 
ease when a sourer of virus is 
presented as from fond, water 
or (human! carriers,” Hille- 
ntan said. 

Outbreaks of infectious he¬ 
patitis have been traced to 
drinking water, infected food- 
handlers and such shellfish as 
raw oysters.

You won’t find Mickey Mouse 
in an unemployment line this 
winter. 

Tourists at Disney World 
are spinning the turnstiles at 
a record pace. More than 
2,000 visitors an hour are 
streaming through this super¬ 
park’s Haunted Mansion; and 
the new', 176-foot Space Moun¬ 
tain — a modern-day roller¬ 
coaster • — is running at ca¬ 
pacity. 

Despite the, JJ.S. recession, 
Florida's tourist industry is 
booming — a bit of economic 
sunshine amidst the national 
glopm. 

Sun-seekers are crowding 
Gulf* coast beaches, Gold 
Coast hotels, and St. Augus¬ 
tine’s old Tort, Castillo de San ! 
Marcos, in record winter | 
numbers. 

Florida tourist officials say 
the visitors are staying longer 
and spending more than at | 
any time in history, and they 
will probably give this state 
its first $7 billion tourist year. 

Morris Ford, state tourism 
director, reports that inqui¬ 
ries for information on Flori¬ 
da are pouring into Tallahas¬ 
see at a rate of more than 
1.000 a day. That’s the highest 
level in six years. 

The avalandhe of tourists 
from the snow states has 
brought joy to the Magi 
Kingdom of Mickey Mouse 
and his friends, who suffered 
a 600,000-visftor, or 5 per cent 
drop in tourist traffic last, 
year because of the gasoline 
shortage. 

That decline was startling 
news at this 5600-million fan- 
tasyland of flying elephants, 
singing bears, and $1.40 ham¬ 
burgers, where the only pre¬ 
vious trend was up. After all, 
one of every three Florida 
tourists comes to Disney 
World. Even with a slump In 
traffic last year, those visitors 
who came spent $64 million 
for admission, $45 million for 
food, 527 million for lodging.' 
and S41 million for every¬ 
thing else from balloons to 
Mickey Moouse tee shirts. 

Charles Ridgeway, a Disney 
spokesman, says attendance 
this year will rise to en es¬ 
timated 11.7 million, which 
will crack the old record of 
li.3 million set before all the 
talk about the energy crunch 
began. With ticket prices up 
11 per cent (to $7.50 for one 
adult admission with eight 
rides), gross Income should 
climb above last year’s $183 
million. 

All this sunny economic 
news Is attributed to several 
factors, including the reces¬ 
sion itself. 

Tourism director Ford says 
Florida “had a big number of 
people come here during the 
Christmas holiday* who had 
been laid off from work.” 
Several thousand were in that 
catego ry- 

Last winter’s energy crisis 
also appears to be a factor, 
some say the biggest factor, 
in today’s upswing. With gaso¬ 
line now in abundance, the 
pent-up demand is being re¬ 
leased. and they are coming 
on down. 

When they get to Florida, 
they spend an average of $265 
each during a typical 10 or 
—41-day stay. Most visitors (17 ] 
million a year) come by auto, 
but nearly 7 million come by 
ah*, and another 520,000 by 
bus and train.

Dyes safety 
questioned 


NF.VV YORK (API A con¬ 
troversy developed Tuesday 
over the safety of hair dyes. 

The possibility that hair 
dyes might cause birth de¬ 
fects and cancer was raised 
by a study conducted by * 
biochemist at the University 
of California al Berkeley. 

The Cosmetic. Toiletry and 
Fragrance Association coun 
lered that extensive animal 
testing has shown no evidence 
that hair dyes are unsafe. 

In the Brrkelv laboratory 
test, developed and conducted 
by Dr. Bruce Ames. 150 of 169 
hair dyes produced changes in 
the genetic characteristics of 
bacteria called salmonella ty- 
phimurium, a common cause 
of food poisoning.

REGINA (CP) The feder¬ 
al government’* Why Not 
campaign for international 
women’s year is no more than : 
a "big hoax" designed to dis¬ 
tract attention from exploita¬ 
tion of women in the work j 
force, says Madeleine Parent, 
secretary-treasurer of the Ca- , 
nadian Textile and Chemical 
Union. 

She told an audience of 100 I 
at University of Regina this 
week that the campaign con¬ 
centrates on sellingtte idea 
that any working woqjkn can 
be successful rather than 
studying the problems women 
face and trying to solve them. 

"Contrary to what the Why 
Not campaign wants to make 
us believe, the vtfage and sal¬ 
ary gap between men and 
women is widening." 

Ms Parent: said the number 
of women in the work force 
has grown in the last few 
years but those women have 
primarily been relegated to 
low-paying jobs such as clerks 
and secretaries. 

She cited government statis¬ 
tics which show a higher 
growth of women than men in 
low-paying jobs and an in¬ 
creasing spread between what 
men and women earn in cer¬ 
tain job classifications. 

Ms Parent said a female se¬ 
nior bookkeeper in Regina, 
for instance, earns $142 week¬ 
ly while a man in the same 
position makes $174, adding 
that existing laws governing 
equal pay for equal work are 
inadequate. 

She said women should also 
get organized within trade 


unions to fight discrimination with the hureacrary and

female experience as felt by 
women under both halve* of 
the sky. 

The celluloid memoir is 
playing New York Whitney 
Museum of American Art < 
through March 26. It is ex¬ 
pected to enter general re¬ 
lease soon afterward, with a 
PBS television showing also 
planned for late April. 

The key to the film is con¬ 
tained in ita title, which refers 
to an official Chinese slogan 
exhorting all people to strive 
for equal rights so that 
women can hold up "their 
half of the sky.” 

Since that phrse also con¬ 
notes the great geographical 
gulf separating China and the 
United States, it appropriately 
expresses the movie’* double 
theme — that Easterners and 
Westerners are not so dif¬ 
ferent after all, and that, 
women everywhere can find 
grounds for solidarity if only 
they look hard enough. 

The film exposes and ex¬ 
plores m^n apparent social 
inequities within the Chinese 
system, to be sure especial¬ 
ly during Miss MacLaine’s 
sharp questioning of her hosts 
(wondering, for "example, 
what becomes of an "individ¬ 
ualistic" artist in a • peo¬ 
ple's'’ republic). 

But tha emphasis la on 
human similarities, not gov¬ 
ernmental differences. The 
most memorable scenes are 
those of laughter and dancing

and children and, In a 
strange but striking episode, 
childbirth. 

You can accomplish just so 
much in a 74-minute docu¬ 
mentary. but the MacLaine 
contingent has done wonder* 
with its limited resources. 

Quick but warm portraits 
emerge showing each 
member of the travelling 
party, which included a politi¬ 
cally conservative clerical 
worker, a black civil rights 
activist, a 12-year-old student, 
a clinical psychologist, a Na¬

Despite oil crisis, recession 
tourist volume up in province 


CAMPBELL RIVER — De- 
spit* the gas shortage in the 
U.S. and recession, tourist

He said, however, there 
is a bright outlook for the fu¬ 
ture when new vessels are put 
into service. 4 

The 21 area tourist informa¬ 
tion bureaus operated by 
chambers of commerce did an 
excellent job, Heppell said, 
and the value of these es¬ 
tablishments should not be 
overlooked. 

The VIPB is in the process 
of producing a color brochure 
for distribution on B.C. ferries 
and also under way is produc¬ 
tion of an area brochure for 
the Comox Valley, Campbell 
River and the northern sec¬ 
tion of the island. 

Heppell also told delegates 
that this year may see a de¬ 


crease in mobile home travel 
because of increased gasoline 
cost. 

It is also felt that visitor* 
will make use of bulk travell¬ 
ing such as bus and tour 
packages by rail and air. 


However, Heppell aaid, he 
was not too alarmed at this 
change in travelling habits, 
because B.C. will be able to 
draw a great potential of 
motor tourist traffic from the 
western states and the prairie

provinces. 

He warned that "while we 
eound a note of optimism, we 
must not sit back in a compla¬ 
cent manner and expect 
tourists to come regardless of 
what may be.”

The Doliwas are applying to 
have their son declared dead ' 
to clear up his business af¬ 
fairs. 


A spokesman for the Che- 
mainus RCMP detachment 
said they have discounted any 
foul play. 

“We have looked into all the 
rumors and we just couldn’t 
find any motive for foul 
play." constable Reg Kilden 
said. 

The investigating officer de¬ 
scribed Doliwa as a man 
led a pretty quiet life. 

"He wasn’t the type of guy, 
who spent a lot of time 
around the bar. He enjoyed 
staying at home and listening 
to his stereo,” Kilden said. 

Kilden has returned many 
times to the area where Doli¬ 
wa’s motorcycle was found — 
parked on its kickstand with 
his helmet hung on the back 
of it. 

“Ten feet off the beaten 
path you are into dense bush 
with a great many cliffs and 
rock bluffs . . i if something 
happened to you it’s quite pos¬ 
sible you'd never be found." 

Kilden. wlio thinks Doliwa's 
body is in the park, said tlip 
RCMP had recently combed 
the area with a helicopter.

Chamber delegates 
urge licensing 

of boat operators

CAMPBELL RIVER — The 
mandatory examinations and 
licensing of operators of all 
craft powered by sail or 
motor has been urged by dele¬ 
gates attending the annual 
convention of Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of 
Vancouver Island. 

The delegates, by an over¬ 
whelming vote, endorsed a 
resolution by Parksville 
Chamber of Commerce asking 
the ministry of transport to 
make licensing mandatory. 

Among those opposed was 
Campbell River chamber 
president Shirley Lakberg. 
She termed the idea "mar¬ 
vellous, but unworkable.” 

She was agreeable to insti¬ 
tuting such a scheme on a 
private basis, but said that by 
adopting the resolution the 
delegates would be es¬ 
tablishing another govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy, "some¬ 
thing we can well do with¬ 
out.” 

Cumberland delegate Rob¬ 
ert Nikolaisen recalled that 
when hunter safety training 
courses were adopted, there 
was strong opposition from 
people who said such a 
scheme would not work. "It 
has worked, worked very well 
and its proving a great bene¬ 
fit.” he said. 

The convention also en¬ 
dorsed a resolution asking 
that ail boats be required to 
carry distress signals. Under 
, existing legislation only ves¬ 
sels over 26 feet are required 
to carry such equipment. 

Another Parksville chamber 
resolution asking the ACCVI 
to press for improved high¬ 
way facilities on the Island, 
especially improvement of the 
Alberni Highway and con¬ 
struction of the Parksville 
bypass, was endorsed as was 
a resolution by the same 
chamber seeking to have the 
land adjacent to Little Moun¬ 
tain set aside as a recreation 
reserve for the use of the pub¬ 
lic. 

Upgrading Highway 19 (Is¬ 
land Highway) from the 
Trans-Canada Highway at 
Mount Sicker intersection to 
the Crofton ferry terminal, to 
accommodate heavy industri¬ 
al and public traffic, is being 
sought by the Chemainus - 
Crofton chamber. 

Delegates were told that in 
snow conditions the road be¬ 
comes clogged with heavy- 
trucks on the steep hill, mak¬ 
ing through traffic impossible. 

The chamber is also asking 
the highways department to 
include a passing lane on the 
hill just south of the bridge 
and railway crossing on the 
highway. 

Delegates endorsed the res¬ 
olution by an unanimous vote. 

Also endorsed as a resolu¬ 
tion dealing with oil spill pre¬ 
vention The motion, submit¬ 
ted by Tofino-Long Beach 
Chamber asks government 
departments to set standards 
and regulations for tanker 
traffic, such as double-bottom 
construction, sealane traffic 
control and radar control. 


They also ask that organiza¬ 
tions be established to handle 
cleanup operations and seek 
to have financial responsi¬ 
bility clearly determined. 

A resolution by the same 
chamber seeking grants to 
assist municipalities in pro¬ 
viding expansion of utilities 
and service* in area* where 


large national parks have 
been created, was adopted. 

Delegates were told that 
areas where such parks have 
been created have faced prob¬ 
lems from influx of people 
that has overtaxed existing 
utilities and services such as 
municipal water supplies.

on Jan. 1/’) 

Hamilton told the audience 
«f about 100 chamber 
member* that his association 
has co-operated with ICBC’ 
from the start, but never got 
any co-operation in return. 

The association, he said,, 
has about 1,100 member of¬ 
fices throughout the province. 

For those ip the small 
towns, Hamilton said, auto in¬ 
surance makes up about 60 to 
SO per cent of the total In¬ 
come. 

In the beginning, he said, 
TCBC promised to co-operate 
with the agents. 

“But then the politicians 
took over and we were 
dumped.” 

He said agents are still try¬ 
ing to work with ICBC. 

“We still have the con¬ 
fidence of the public. They 
still want to deal with us,” he 
said. 

Hamilton referred to the 
agents’ strike in November 
last year, adding that eventu¬ 
ally the government forced 
• hem hack to work by threat¬ 
ening bo withdraw their li¬ 
cences. 

The agents’ complaint, he 
said, was the same now as a 
year ago.

He said they are willing to 
accept the decision of any ar¬ 
bitrator, but the government 
doesn't want any arbitration 
In the dispute. 

Rather than reimbursing the 
agents adequately, ICBC was 
setting up more and more of¬ 
fices of its own, eliminating 
the livelihood of many small 
independent agents, he said.

4 
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New bills 
amend - 
old acts 


The provincial government 
introduced its first new legis¬ 
lation of the spring session 
Wednesday in the form of 
four amendment bills. 

Three of th^ hills were 
housekeeping jtems, tidying 
up language in existing acts; 
the fourth, though only two 
pages in length, tightened up 
regulations governing 
stock market. 

Attorney-general Alex Mac¬ 
donald said the Securities 
Amendment Act, for the first 
time in Canada, will make in¬ 
sider trading a criminal of¬ 
fence. 

“We did in our securities 
legislation last year provide 
civil remedies where some¬ 
body had been the victim of 
insider trading,” Macdonald 
said. "Now we are providing 
(that) it is an offence in an in¬ 
sider way, using confidential 
information in order to benefit 
horn the shares you hold.” 

Under the amendments, the 
maximum fine for insider 
trading will be $2,000. 

Other amendments to the 
Securities Act place the gov¬ 
ernment, through the superin¬ 
tendents of brokers, in control 
of any changes in the rules of 
the Vancouver Slock Ex¬ 
change. 

“There ' have heen com¬ 
plaints in the past, such as 
(he Ardo Warrants case, 
where the rules, were changed 
in midstream,” Macdonald 
said. “We have set up a com¬ 
mittee under the chair¬ 
manship of David Huberman, 
one of our public represent¬ 
atives on the Vancouver Stock- 
Exchange, to look at all rules 
and regulations of the stock 
exchange.” 

“It’s not just a matter of 
looking at the rules,” he 
added. “We want under this 
act to have the power to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove of their 
regulations, otherwise there is 
no point of giving our public 
interest input.”

Trade act ‘‘works welT 


Response by big business in 
British Columbia to the Trade 
Practices Act has been “real¬ 
ly responsible,” Consumer Af¬ 
fairs Minister Phyllis Young 
reported Wednesday. 

She credited the act’s provi¬ 
sions tor mediation and volun¬ 
tary compliance with giving 
businesses an avenue for co¬ 
operation with her depart¬ 
ment. 

“They are coming to us," 
she said in an interview, “and 
they’re willing to work with 


If a company appears to he 
violating the act, she said, her 
department will press charges 
but, if the company signs an 
agreement of voluntary com¬ 
pliance, the charges are 
dropped. 

Signing the agreement does 
not establish guilt, the min¬ 
ister said, but indicates the 
company will correct -any vio¬ 
lations of the act and also 


make restitution lo consumers 
if necessary. 

Ms. Young said her depart¬ 
ment would take court action 
if necessary but, judging by 
the response to mediation and 
voluntary compliance, it 
would be rare. 

The minister said she was 
pleased with an education 
program her department is 
carrying out to educate con¬ 
sumers and merchants 


“There is particularly good 
response from teachers," she 
said. "They are getting infor¬ 
mation from us and passing it 
on to their students. The stu¬ 
dents are very enthusiastic, 
about it, too, I’m glad to 
say.” 

Ms. Young herself has been 
speaking to schools about the 
act, which was proclaimed 
last July.

Fix stock rules, 
Bennett urges 


Opposition Leader William 
Rennet 1 urged the provincial 
government Wednesday to es¬ 
tablish rules and regulations 
for its own transactions on the 
stock market. 

Speaking during debate on 
the spending estimates of Pre¬ 
mier Barrett’s office, the So¬ 
cial Credit leader said the 
government has benefitted in 
its purchase of shares due to 
a statement by a B.C. cabinet 
minister. 

He said the government in 
January purchased 119,600 
shares of Canadian Cellulose 
Co. Ltd. (CanCel) after the 
price had dropped consider¬ 
ably following a statement by 
Resources Minister Robert 
Williams. 

The minister Indicated in a 
statement in August. 1974 that 
the government might sell 
some of its shares in CanCel 
which is 79 per cent con¬ 
trolled by the government 
to help another government 
enterprise. Ocean Falls. 

Bennett said the price of 
CanCel shares dropped to a 
low of $3.75 in January from 
$4.80 in August. 1974, and it is 
possible Williams’ statement 
may have affected the. price 
of the stock. 

The government could have 
deliberately depressed the 
value of the shares in order to 
pick up more shares at a 
lower price, he said. 

Premier Barrett said hold¬ 


ing discussions with the op¬ 
position leader is “like play¬ 
ing tennis with someone who 
keeps coming back with a 
greater handicap." 

“You’ve been caugrn with 
your search trousers down 
again,” he said. 

The premier said the gov¬ 
ernment was aware of the 
complaint lodged with the On¬ 
tario Securities Commission 
and remedial action was 
taken immediately. 

Outside the house Barrett 
said the opposition leader’s 
remarks indicated he has not 
done adequate research be¬ 
fore making public state¬ 
ments in the house. 

He said he has been in¬ 
formed by the Toronto Stock- 
Exchange and the Ontario Se¬ 
curities Commission that they 
are in complete agreement 
with B.C.'s actions concerning 
CanCel.

One of these actions will be 
a giant municipal workers’ 
rally on Friday. It is expected 
to bring to a halt all munici¬ 
pal services in the Greater 
Vancouver area, according to 
Dave Werlin of the Canadian 
Union of Public employees. 

CUPE is currently negotiat¬ 
ing with Vancouver. Burnaby, 
Delta. Richmond. New West¬ 
minster and North Vancouver 
city and district. In Surrey, 
which negotiates separately, 
talks broke down Feb. 11 and 
CUPE membership walked 
out shortly after. 

Werlin said CUPE has de¬ 
cided against long strikes be¬ 
cause in effect they mean the 
workers would be paying for 
any wage increase they would 
win. as is currently the case 
in Victoria’s Capital Region. 

Werlin added the unions 
plan to escalate job action 
daily but will not leave their 
work. He said the'only alter¬ 
native for the municipalities 
will be to lock out the em¬ 
ployees because *‘we will 
bring everything to a stand¬ 
still without a strike.” 


Federal workers back on job today 

Blue-collar strike is over 


Strike activity by 18.600 fed¬ 
eral blue-collar workers will 
end this morning. A tentative 
agreement was reached 
Wednesday night. 

The agreement, which still 
has to be ratified by the 
members of the general labor 
and trades group of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Alliance of Cana¬ 
da, provides a 29.25 per cent 
increase over 26 months, Vic¬ 
toria business agent Tom Dal¬ 
zell said.

strikes began 32 days ago. the 
treasury board, which bar¬ 
gains for the federal govern¬ 
ment. has upped its offer less 
than 1 per cent. Dalzell said. 

Under the agreement, 
workers will receive an 
average 18 per cent increase 
in the first 14 months and an 
11.25 per cent across-the- 
board hike in the last 12 
months. 


A conciliation board offer, 
which the union rejected in 
favor of strike action, would 
have given a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease in the first 12 months 
and a 10.66 per cent raise in 
the second year. 

Pickets were up Wednesday 
for the second day at the con¬ 
struction site of the Pat Bay 
marine services base, bring¬ 
ing construction work to a 
halt as picket lines were re¬ 
spected by employees of two 
contracting firms. 

The strike at Pat Bay also 


affected operations at Esqui- 
malt's HMC Dockyard, 
where, for the second straight 
day, 31 heavy equipment op¬ 
erators left their jobs to aug¬ 
ment picket lines at the 
marine services base.

South Vietnam is abandoning its old imperial 
capital of Hue on the northern coast in the face of a 
major North Vietnamese buildup, Saigon government 
officials disclosed Wednesday. 

Tens of thousands of refu¬ 
gees were reported streaming 
out of Hue w’hich had a popu¬ 
lation of 200,000, many of 
them refugees from Quang 
Ti’is to the north, which also 
is being given up. 

Thua Thien province, which 
includes the city of Hue, is the 
fifth province to fall. 

The abandonment of Hue 
gives the North Vietnamese 
control of a more than 50-mile 
stretch of national Highway l 
from the demilitarized zone at 
the 17th parallel southward 
and is their first significant 
gain along South Vietnam’s 
coastal enclaves that, have 
been the Saigon government's 
strongpoirrts. 

This leaves Da Nang, South 
Vietnam’s second largest city, 
as the only major govern¬ 
ment-held strongpoint in the 
region. Da Nang is 50 miles 
south of Hue. 

The Saigon command said 
the exodus of frightened civil¬ 
ians trying to escape the en¬ 
croaching North Vietnamese 
was the biggest of the long 
Vietnam war. 

Field reports from Hue said 
residents were urged to leave, 
but military units and male 
civil servants were ordered to 
remain as the city came 
under heavy rocket attack. 

Officials said government of¬ 
fices there had been ordered 
to begin closing and that the 
state radio had moved to Da 
Nang with its equipment,.

Colonist Nows Sorvicos 

CALGARY — Estimates of 
proven and recoverable re¬ 
serves of petroleum and natu¬ 
ral gas and their byproducts 
have fallen in B.C. in the past 
year, according to figures 
made public today by the Ca¬ 
nadian Petroleum Associa¬ 
tion. 

The estimates show that 
crude oil reserves have fallen 
48.1 million barrels to 202.8 
million and natural gas is 
down 1.2 trillion cubic feet to 
7.9 trillion. Liquefied natural 
gas reserves have fallen -2.6 
million barrels to 38.7 million 
and sulphur has dropped 
140,000 long tons to 2.1 million 
long tons. 

The association, which has 
been making the estimates 
since 1955, says that the de¬ 
clines for crude and natural 
gas are the steepest ever in 
B.C. k 

The association reports that 
the decreases can be laid to 
the fact the exploration and 
development segments of the 
industry have been restricted 
in the past year. The in¬ 
dustry has been battling the 
provincial government for a 
higher return for its produc¬ 
tion efforts.

The federal fisheries de¬ 
partment has assured the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
that Friendly Cove on the 
west coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land will be closed to white 
fishermen, a union spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

Lou Demerais. administra¬ 
tor of the union’s Vancouver 
headquarters, said Len Mar* 
chand, parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to Fisheries Minister 
Romeo Leblanc, luld him the 
fishing cove would be closed 
but would not sf»ecify when. 

Demerais said a regional 


spokesman here for the fish¬ 
eries department indicated 
there was some difficulty in 
quickly notifying white fisher¬ 
men of the decision. 

RCMP said there were 30 
seiners in the cove Wednes¬ 
day. 

The federal department's 
decision was made after a 
confrontation began Monday 
between Indian and white fi¬ 
shermen at the cove. 

Friendly ' Cove is on the 
southeast side of Nootka Is¬ 
land, at the mouth of Nootka 
Sound on the West Coast of 
the Island. The Indians claim 


the cove is their traditional 
and exclusive fishing ground. 

Both Demerais and RCMP 
at the cove described the situ¬ 
ation there Wednesday as a 
standoff and said there had 
been no violence. 

Demerais said Wednesday 
that earlier reports of in¬ 
cidents in which some nets 
had been cut on the white- 
owned seiners were errone¬ 
ous. 

"Friendly Cove is tradi¬ 
tionally an Indian fishing 
ground and the Nootka In¬ 
dians resent white boats co- 
mining in there.” said Dc- 


nierais. "This is the first year 
that they have done so and 
the Nootka people are 
alarmed. 

"The white fishermen never 
showed any interest in 
Friendly Cove before, but I 
guess they want to get Into 
sheltered water because of 
the bad weather outside.” 

Demerais said that although 
only about six Indian families 
live on the Nootka reserve, 
many more native fishermen 
have traditionally come there 
to fish. 

Members of the Nootka 
band were examining the 


cove Wednesday to determine 
if any of the herring roe beds 
had been touched, and they 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Meanwhile, George Watts, 
chairman of the West Coast 
Council of Indian Chiefs, flew 
to Friendly Cove with a con¬ 
tingent from the council. 

In a message to Leblanc 
Wednesday. Watts said if 
nothing was done about the 
situation at the cove by today, 
"members of the Nootka band 
will go in and take the matter 
into their own hands."

and 1960s. Hoover terminated 
formal COINTELPRO opera¬ 
tions in April. 1971. 

Party officials and the Po¬ 
litical Rights Defence Fund, 
which is supporting the 
party’s $27-million damage | 
suit against the FBI, were 
making the documents public 
after winning a federal court 
order forcing the FBI to yield 
them. The party has accused 
the FBI of widespread viola¬ 
tions of its constitutional 
rights. 

Since it was formed in the

THE QUAGMIRE of labor-management 
relations scares hell cut of most of us. It also 
worries some of the top brass as recent state¬ 
ments will bear out. 

Finance Minister John Turner was blunt 
and to the point in Ottawa the_other day. 

“High wage settlements are the most dis¬ 
turbing feature of the current economic situ¬ 
ation,” Turner said. "Wage settlement in 
Canada are now running at roughly more 
than twice the rate of settlements in the Unit¬ 
ed States and if they continue at this compet¬ 
itive rate, Canada will find itself in an in- 
’ rreasingly difficult position in our competi¬ 
tive ability in the world. It will jeopardize 
our exports and threaten Canadian jobs.” 

Clear enough ? 

Or maybe Pierre Trudeau’s statement 
should be driven home with a little more 
oomph. 

“LEGISLATION In curb the power of or¬ 
ganized labor might become inevitable unless 
labor is prepared to behave very responsi¬ 
bly,” the PM said. 

Conservative MP Flora McDonald, the 
woman they're booming to become the first 
distaff leader of a major party in Canada, 
looked at the problems created by the blue 
f oliar workers’ pickets pickets that have 
forced drastic curtailment of our mail ser¬ 
vice. 

Flora McDonald said she was appalled 
that 129 striking unionists could force a halt 
in Canada’s mail distribution service, and 
(hat sooner or later legislation would have to 
be passed to eliminate such happenings. 

HOPEFULLY such statements might be a 
forecast of things to come. Essential services 
(and essential services covers a wide range 
of workers) must not be interrupted. In other 
words, those working in such areas must not 
have the right to strike. 

It is ludicrous that the teaching of chil¬ 
dren should be interrupted by striking jani¬ 
torial staffs. Again, a veritable handful of 
workers being able to disrupt the lives of 
thousands of young people. Education does 
fall into the essential category. 

John Turner didn't spell it out m percent¬ 
ages, but the cost to our nation in lost pro¬ 
ductivity due to strikes, is between one and 
two per cent of our inflation spiral of about 
1.2 per cent. 

AND THAT one or two per cent — let’s 
say it's only one per cent means that a 45- 
year-old worker will find his pension cheque 


worth 20 per cent less at normal retirement, 
just on account of strikes alone. 

Union leaders, union rank and file are not 
to blame. They are merely fighting their bat¬ 
tles with the tools at their disposal. The 
blame rests with the Premier Barretts, the 
Prime Minister Trudeaus, the top dogs w-ho 
have not seen fit to either legislate against 
strikes on essential sendees, or to grab the 
spiral debbil by the throat and institute a 
freeze on all wage settlements of no more 
than the yearly cost of living escalation. 

IT WOULD BE a start. As it stands now. 
there has been no start, there has been no 
meaningful attack mounted on the problem. 
We are without a rudder. Our high-priced 
representatives have been impotent, have al¬ 
lowed the whole staggering problem to slip 
out of their grasp. They mouth pie-in-the-sky 
plans that vanish like wisps of smoke. 

You would he surprised how many callers 
suggest iwe need the remedy of dictatorial 
control to get us out of cauldron brew. They 
are not of fascist or communist leaning, but 
rather, completely bewildered and with the 
feeling of absolute despair. 

A successful businessman friend of mine, 
not usually given to pessimistic outbursts, 
recently surprised me with a statement of 
resignation. 

“I CAN’T SEE ii ending," he said, “we're 
all going down the drain and nobody does 
anything about it.” 

Greed, terrible, soul-consuming greed, is 
at the root of it all. The greed of well-paid 
craftsmen who still heed Samuel Gompers 
old rallying cry of “More, More!” 

The greed of corporations that can’t be sa¬ 
tisfied with reasonable return on invested 
dollar. Some of them make obscene profits 
and yet they too rub their hands in Scrooge- 
like glee looking for the same, more, more. 

THIS COUNTRY is faced with rising un¬ 
employment and yet this fact is lost on those 
in power who still allow thousands to emi¬ 
grate to Canada, thousands who merely add 
to the burgeoning cost of welfare. We can't 
look after what we’ve already got, we are not 
the great under-developed land of promise 
that some addle-pated politicians insist. 

Trudeau gives no leadership. Nor does 
Barrett, Lougheed, Davis, Blakeney, 
Schryer or any other provincial leader 
They are all miserable failures when you 
equate their efforts to the unbelievable so¬ 
cial, moral and economic problems afflicting 
Canada today. 

A dictatorial regime could do no worse.

OTTAWA (OP) — Gerald 
Bouey, governor of the Bank 
of Canada, issued a sombre 
warning Wednesday against 
over-reacting to recession, 
and he said inflation still is 
the main problem. 

The world has an economic 
hangover, Bouey said in his 
annual report to the minister 
of finance. He urged govern¬ 
ment, business and labor to 
avoid too strong a cure. 

His comments come at a 
time when the government is 
being asked regularly to bring 
in a new budget, when prices 
continue to rise rapidly and 
when labor is becoming in¬ 
creasingly militant. 

Excesses of the last two 
years have strained the econ¬ 
omy and the most evident of 
these strains is the rapid in¬ 
crease in costs, he said. 

“There is, in fact, an open 
race going on among these 
groups for larger increases in 
money incomes. Since the 
race is occurring in a period 
in which no increase in 
average real income per capi¬ 
ta Is being achieved in the 
economy, none of the partici¬ 
pants can gain except at the 
expense of others. 

“The activity is self-rein¬ 
forcing because even the less 
aggressive groups in society 
feel compelled to assert them¬ 
selves tor fear of falling far

“Meanwhile, the exercise is 
both socially divisive and eco¬ 
nomically counter-produc¬ 
tive,” Bouey said. 

Attempts by industry to 
pass on costs run the risk of 
lower sales, production and 
employment, he said. 

“Nothing would do more to 
improve the prospects for the 
Canadian economy than a 
rapid slackening in the tempo 
of this race for higher 
money incomes.” 

Bouey said prices of many 
Industrial commodities have 
been softening since mid-1974 
and there are signs of similar 
weakness prices of agricul¬ 
tural commodities. 

However, prices of manu¬ 
factured and processed goods 
are continuing to rise strong¬ 
ly. 

“Since primay commodities 
bulk large in Canada’s ex¬ 
ports and manufactured goods 
in its imports, the current 
trends in international prices 
are reversing the benefits that 
we have gained over the past 
two years from the more 
rapid increase in the prices of 
our exports than our im¬ 
ports.” 

He said interest rates cur¬ 
rently are unusually low in 
that the return to lenders and 
savers is below the inflation 
rate. Easier credit conditions, 
however, will not guarantee a 
return to desirable levels of 
economic activity. 

Bouey blames inflation for 
many of the current economic 
problems and while lower 
rates of inflation were tolerat¬ 
ed during prosperous periods, 


there is striking evidence that 
inflation does not offer an 
easy route to sustained eco¬ 
nomic performance. 

“The origins of the current 
inflation lie to a considerable 
extent in the over-reaction of 
fiscal and monetary policy in 
many countries to the eco¬ 
nomic difficulties of the early 
1970s. 

“The problem of inflation is 
much more serious now than 
it was then, and it is therefore 
of the greatest importance 
that, in striving to restore sat¬ 
isfactory levels of economic 
activity, national authorities 
should not, in the end, over¬ 
react on this occasion as well. 

“If they do, the prospects 
for reversing ithe drift to¬ 
wards an increasingly infla¬ 
tionary society throughout the 
world will be poor indeed," 
Bouey said. 

Among authorities over¬ 
reacting were those in the 
Bank of Canada and other 
central banks, by allowing 
rapid expansion of money 
supply. 

Bouey said the bank “is 
bearing very much in mind 
that a moderation of inflation 
is essential to Canada’s longer 
term interests.” 

He said the bank is promot¬ 
ing credit conditions con¬ 
ducive to resumption of eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

"Although Canada’s present 
economic circumstances are 
inflation from undermining 
the economy’s ability to func¬ 
tion efficiently at home and to 
compete strongly in interna¬ 
tional trade.”

In a letter to the RCMP, 
Milton says that an informal 
check on the residency of per- 
1 sons cited for violations of the 
55-mile-an-hour limit shows 
lhat two-thirds are from out¬ 
side California. primarily 
from B.C., Washington and 
Oregon. 

"The California highway 
patrol will continue to empha¬ 
size speed enforcement." he 
wrote, "but obviously we 
would prefer to establish a 
high level of voluntary com¬ 
pliance if possible." 


The letter was released 
Tuesday by Transport, Min¬ 
ister Robert Strachan, who 
said he was "disappointed" 
by the report. 

As responsible citizens, 
British Columbians should be 
aware of the necessity to re¬ 
duce speed to meet not only 
new regulations in B.C. but 
also in the U.S., he added. 


However, Anderson refused 
Wednesday to identify the 
buildings, saying this would 
mean "singling out a particu¬ 
lar hotel or apartment for 
publicity which could be mis¬ 
construed."

Heppell also told delegates

Cumberland delegate Rob¬ 
ert Nikolaisen recalled that, 
when hunter safety training 
courses were adopted, there 
was strong opposition from 
people who said such a 
scheme would not work”. "It 
has worked, worked very well 
and its proving a great bene¬ 
fit." he said. 

The convention also en¬ 
dorsed a resolution asking 
that all boats be required, to 
carry distress signals. Under 
existing legislation only ves¬ 
sels over 26 feet are required 
in carry such equipment. 
m Another Parksville chamber 
resolution asking the ACCVI 
to press for improved high¬ 
way facilities on the Island, 
especially improvement of the 
Alberni Highway and con¬ 
struction of the Parksville 
bypass, was endorsed as was 
a resolution by the same 
chamber seeking to have the 
land adjacent to Little Moun¬ 
tain set aside as a recreation 
reserve for the use of the pub¬ 
lic. 

Upgrading Highway IS 1 1 s¬ 
land Highway' from the 
Trans-Canada Highway at 
Mount Sicker intersection to 
the Crofton ferry terminal, to 
accommodate heavy industri¬ 
al and public traffic, is being 
sought by the Chemainus -

Delegates were told that in

"He wasn’t the type of guy. 
who speni a lot of time 
around the bar. He enjoyed 
staying at home and listening 
to his stereo." Kilden said. 

Kilden has returned many 
times to the area where Doli- 
wa’s motorcycle was found — 
parked on its kickstand with 
his helmet hung on the back 
of it. 

"Ten feet off the beaten 
path you are into dense bush 
with a great many cliffs and 
lock bluffs ... if something 
happened to you it’s quite pos¬ 
sible you’d never be found." 

Kilden. who thinks Doliwa s 
body is in the park, said the 
RCMP had recently combed 
the area with a helicopter. 
Another search is planned on 
foot in a few weeks when ii 
becomes a little drier, he 
said.

HONK KONG

Taiwan while at the same 
time asserting the orderly, j 
stable legality of its own gov¬ 
ernmental processes. 

The move also sought to im¬ 
prove relations with the Unit¬ 
ed States and stress the influ¬ 
ence of Premier Chou En-Lai. 

The multifaceted announce¬ 
ment was released by the of¬ 
ficial New China News Agency 
in a dispatch whose highlight 
was the release of 293 "war 
criminals" imprisoned since 
tht People’s Republic was 
proclaimed more than 25 
years ago. The order was 
processed in strictest accord 
with the channels of adminis¬ 
tration established by China's 
new constitution, which was 
ratified last January. It fur¬ 
ther declared that the individ¬ 
uals receiving amnesty could 
^ go to Taiwan if they wished. 

Peking obvldusly intended 
to show its readiness to talk 
seriously with the Nationalists 
regarding the reunification of 
China. No Chinese of any po¬ 
litical hue could mistakfe the 
conciliatory intent of the ges¬ 
ture or its political mes¬ 
sage. In addition, the Commu¬ 
nists sought to demonstrate 
that they are not preventing a 
solution of the "Taiwan prob-. 
lem." 

Specialists also interpreted 
the message as a combination 
of pressure and persuasion 
directed toward the United 
States. It has, since February. 
1972, been declared American 
policy to encourage the rival 
Chinese regimes to compose 
their differences between 
themselves without outside in¬ 
terference. 

Still another important 
aspect was the affirmation of 
the primacy of Premier^ Chou 
and his supporters, chief 
among them being First Vice- 
Premier Teng Hsiao-Ping. 
That group stands for "social¬ 
ist legality." rather than the 
periodic upheavals of disrup¬ 
tive "campaigns." It also 
stands for "unity" among all 
Chinese — and the measure 
announced Wednesday 
stressed that theme along 
with legality. 

Among the prisoners re¬ 
leased were former National- ! 
ist army officers, former of¬ 
ficials of the Nationalist gov¬ 
ernment and party, and Na¬ 
tionalist "secret agents."

1 have been spending quite 
a bit of time and column 
space on roses this spring 
why you should plant them, 
when to plant, where to plant 
and what kinds to plant. After 
all this theorizing, it is about 
time we got down to the nitty- 
gritty of HOW to plant a rose, 
a parks employee who had 

The first instructional ever 
had on rose planting came 
from an old Scottish gardener, 
had his professional training 
in Edinburgh's world-famous 
botanic garden. 

He insisted that I take out a 
circular hole some 24 inches 
across and eight inches deep. 
In the middle of this flat-lx>t- 
tomed hole, I was taught to 
build a mound of beattn soil. 

The idea was to sit the rose 
bush up on this mound with 
the roots spread out evenly, 
radiating outward and sloping 
gently downward from the 
centre, then fill in over the 
roots and make very firm. 

★ ★ - ★ 

I used this method for many 
years and passed the informa¬ 
tion along in my column until, 
p few years ago, I realized 
the root arrangement on com¬ 
mercially-grown roses had 
changed radically "since my 
younger days.

One of the lesser heroes of American 
legend is the telephone lineman, and 
now he seems in danger of vanishing 
from the scene, in name at least — one 
more victim of the notion that woman’s 
lot will be improved if all words ending 
in “man" are expunged from the lan¬ 
guage. 

Though never given the kind of wor¬ 
ship we devote to our athletes, singers 
and outlaws, the telephone lineman has 
enjoyed our respect and admiration. He 
was a rakish figure in his work clothes. 
With those spiked boots for climbing 
telephone poles and the tools of his 
trade hanging from his belt, he was 
reminiscent of the gunfighter, another 
legendary figure with whom he shared 
the winning of the Wtst. 

The lineman s work was risky and 
spectacular. We hardly envied him on 
wintry days, when the dark sky was 
crackling with elecricity, and he had to 
shinny up a pole to repair a break so 
tht neighborhood could have its service. 
There was no margin for error up there 
among the high tension wires, and new 
and then something would go wrong and 
a man would be killed in his harness. 

★ * ★ 

I remember from my boyhood an 
inspiring book called Slim the Tele- 
jthone Lineman, or something like that. 
And of course more recently the 
country singer Glen Campbell immor¬ 
talized the breed with The Wichita Line¬ 
man. 

But now. I am told by a news ’ re¬ 
lease from the General Telephone Cb. 
of California, the word “lineman'' has 
been dropped.from their list of job titles 
"in response to a recommendation from 


nowadays don’t have roots ra¬ 
diating outward in all direc¬ 
tion from the centre — they 
grow more or less in a bunch, 
all pointing in one direction. 

' l don't know what the mod¬ 
ern commercial rose grower 
does to his plants to get the 
roots bunched up and sloping 
off in one direction only — I 
suppose it is to make packag¬ 
ing easier — but it certainly 
complicates the planting. 

No matter how you fiddle 
with the roots, you iusl can't 
get them spread out evenly 
like the spokes of a wheel. 

★ ★ ★ 

1 was still puzzling over this 
when 1 ran across a magazine 
article by a noted Canadian 
expert, Percy Wright of Sas¬ 
katoon, advocating the plant¬ 
ing of roses on the slant, in a 
squarish hole with a sloping 
bottom. 

Later, while browsing 
through the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society’s excellent hand¬ 
book on roses. I found the 
same on-the-slant method de¬ 
scribed by F. F. Fair- 
brother, president of Bri¬ 
tain's National Rose Society. 

Now, when two such emi¬ 
nent rosarians as Wright and 
Fairbrother hit upon the same 
p 1 a n 1 i n g technique while 
working independently half a 


world apart, the method must 
have merit. 

1 tried it, and I find it much 
more effective than the older 
upright planting. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Idea is to take out a 
rectangular hole 18 inches 
long by 12 inches wide, and 
with a sloping bottom, four 
inches deep a^t the shallow 
end to nine inches deep at the 
bottom. Any long or strag¬ 
gling roots are shortened and 
any damaged ones are cut 
away. 

The plant is held at the 
shallow end of the hole, with 
ihe graft union well below soil 
level, and the roots are 
spread out as evenly as possi¬ 
ble, sloping downward over 
the floor of the hole. With 
everything in position, filling 
in can commence. 

★ ★ ★ 

Generally speaking, the soil 
excavated from a planting 
hole is seldom good enough to 
put back in “as is.’’ I like to 
mix my fill-in toil with dam¬ 
pened peat* moss, one part 
peat to three parts soil, to¬ 
gether with a good slug of 
bone meal, about l 1 * cupfuls 
for each rose. 

Put a little of this mixture 
on the floor of the slant-bot¬ 
tomed hole, then arrange the 
n>se in the proper position

From now on. a telephone linemen 
will be known as a “plant construction 
installer.” So a neat, simple, graphic 
term — “lineman” —. is buried, and the 
language slips a bit further into the 
morass of gobbledegook. 

It is not only the word lineman that 
has been eliminated in General’s desex- 
ification program. Another honorable 
occupation "draftsman" will 
henceforth be known as “drafting plans 
drawer." As in the case of lineman, we 
now have three words where previously 
one served very well. 

The company has gone all the way 
down the list, changing its “man" words 
to other words, usually two or three 
other words. A pressman is now a print¬ 
ing press operator: a repairman is a 
plant maintainor, and a warehouseman 
is a warehouse attendant. 

★ ★ ★ 

1 hope no one thinks I disapprove of 
women working as telephone linemen or 
in any other of these jobs which, tradi¬ 
tionally may have been held by men. I 
Ihiagine a healthy young woman can 
climb a telephone pole as easily as a 
man. and. in the eyes of a small boy. 
would probably be more fascinating to 
watch; in the eyes of a grown man too. 
for that matter. 

But why can’t a woman telephone 
lineman be called a lineman? It was an 
earlier generation’s attempt to feminize 
occupational titles that gave us such 
monstrous words as authoress, aviatrix 
and even. God help us, doctoress. 
Today, happily, women may be called 


and fill in with the prepared 
soil mixture over the spread- 
out roots. 

When Hje filling in is about 
two-thirds completed, stop 
and pour a couple of quarts of 
transplanting or “starter” so¬ 
lution in the hole. 

★ ★ ★ 

Plan water would serve, ac¬ 
tually, for the main purpose 
of the drench is to bring the 
soil into very close contact 
with the roots, which it does 
much more effectively than 
firming with the feet. 

A * little mild Stimulant 
added to the water, though, 
helps get the roots off to a 
good start. 

There are several prepara¬ 
tions on the market which 
perform well as transplanting 
solutions. These are sold 
under such names as Trans- 
plantone, Dixon-Reid Vitamin 
B-l. Ortho Upstart. Alginure, 
Algifeed and Maxicrop. In¬ 
structions for diluting these 
concentrates are given on the 
label. 

When the starter solution 
has drained away, complete 
the filling in with loose, dry 
soil on top. No treading is 
necessary or desirable in this 
method of planting, as the so¬ 
lution will do all the finning 
necessary. 




authors, aviators, and doctors, and no 
one thinks of these words as sexist or 
masculine. 

Lineman would quickly become com¬ 
mon and accepted. No one would think 
of die word as containing the word 
“man,” any more than women think 
of the word woman itself as containing 
the word man. If they are looking for 
sexist words to eliminate, the word 
woman which literally means “man’s 
wife." should have been the first to go. 

Already such a word as policewoman 
is in w*ide use, though we didn’t need it. 
Policeman would have served both 
sexes. However, I will agree to almosi 
any compromise to avoid that, ridicu¬ 
lous suffix “person.'' 

Happily, "person" will probably fail 
in the long run because no one who has 
the slightest respecl for the language 
can bear the sound of it. especially 
when it turns up at the end of a good 
old word that has been brutally cut 
short to have it grafted on. 

★ ★ ★ 

The other day a reader sent me » 
copy of a student newspaper in which 
first-year students are referred to as 
"freshpersons." Is that what the free¬ 
dom of speech movement has brought 
us to? Freshpersons is a word so awk¬ 
ward and bleak that it shows us just 
how silly we've become. 

One of the things I liked best about 
my brief life at college was girl fresh¬ 
men. I hope they're here to stay. 

And someday I hope there will be an 
inspiring book for little girls called Sue, 
the Telephone Lineman. That is the 
way the language will truly be desexed. 


Giantism self-defeating 

Stuart Rosenberg 


Almost everything that used 
to be small, intimate or per¬ 
sonal has had to give way 1 o 
massive enlargement and the 
forces of total impersonality.. 

Apartment-houses. once 
only small-storeyed escala¬ 
tions of two-family duplexes, 
are now incarnated in mult¬ 
iple “high-rise towers." 

Shopping areas have moved 
up from centres to plazas, to 
malls, »and are now little less 
than \hopping-tovvns“ and 
“marketing-cities." 

Even the advertisements 
for compact cars have 
changed their themes. They 
no longer urge us to “think 
small": their cars have 

grown taller and fatter. 

♦ ★ ★ 

All of these symptoms of 
the modern disease of gian¬ 
tism help explain why it is. 
that the contemporary univer¬ 
sity is more a multiversity 
where students seem to be 
nothing more than statistics, 
and the real business of learn¬ 
ing has been put aside in 
favor of massive programs. 

And the way in which re¬ 
search programs are under¬ 
taken these days narrows ihe 
scope open to ihe university 
administrators. 

The uftiversily must now 
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"produce" knowledge, and 
not only disseminate ideas: it 
must compete successfully 
with olher knowledge-produc¬ 
tion centres rival universi¬ 
ties — if it is to receive the 
government or military • con¬ 
tract to allow its research 
program to press forward, 
grow and expand. 

★ ★ ★ 

Great teachers, of course, 
are not necessarily great re¬ 
searchers. University educa¬ 
tion today sorely lacks a 
teach trfgscorps; teachers, un¬ 
happily, are less honored than 
those responsible for research 
programs. 

But even many of those in¬ 
volved in university research 
projects are not always re¬ 
searchers in the classical 
sense. They have become lit¬ 
tle more than programrned- 
searehers. and are not sponta¬ 
neous, creative seekers after 
knowledge. 

A great physicist. Professor 
Percy \V. Bridgman, provides 
some interesting personal in¬ 
sight into the problem: 

"In spite of the fad lhat I 
have in the main followed one 
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guiding experimental idea. I 
have nevertheless at all times 
felt free to pursue other lines 
of interest, whether experi¬ 
ment. or theory, or fundamen¬ 
tal criticism. 

“Another outstanding char¬ 
acteristic of my work has 
liecn the smallness of . its 
scale. Not only is the appara¬ 
tus itself small ... but 1 have 
never had more than two or 
three students at a time or a 
couple of assistants. 

“The result has been that I 
have been able at all times to 
maintain the closest contact 
with the details of the work, 
and also have been able to 
conserve the requisite amount 
of leisure. 

★ ★ ★ 

"Both of these features 
have been of the highest im¬ 
portance. In advancing into 
new territory ... the neces¬ 
sity is continuous for the de¬ 
velopment of new methods 
and new ideas. For me. at 
least, new ideas germinate 
only in an atmosphere of 
leisure. 

"I have to immerse myself 


in a problem and thenletit 
dis trac tionofother 
in a problem and then let it 
gestate in my brain, without 
distraction of other Interests, 
if I am to expect the solution 
to come sauntering into my 
mind when I wake up two or 
three mornings later ..." 

"... Another great advan¬ 
tage of working on a small 
scale is that one gives no hos¬ 
tage to one's own past. If 1 
wake up in the morning with 
a new idea, the utilization of 
which involves scrapping 
elaborate precautions already 
made, I am free to scrap 
what I have done and start off 
on a new and better line. 

"This would not be possible 
without crippling loss of 
morale if one were working 
on a large scale with a com¬ 
plex organization under one " 
■k k * 

To be sure, it is not easy to 
go back to the so-called 
"good-old-days,'' when things 
were less massive and com¬ 
plex. and the individual, as an 
individual, could grow into his 
fullest stature. Now, we are 
all on a big team, trying to 
win for “our side” — but with 
little of the deeper, personal 
fulfilments available.

The Canadian Union of Public Employees has 
agreed to the appointment of an industrial inquiry 
commissioner in the labor dispute which has curtailed 
municipal services in the Capital Region and forced 
Greater Victoria schools onto qn abbreviated schedule. 

Jim Campbell, Capital Re¬ 
gion Board chairman, and 
spokesman for the employers' 
regional bargaining group, 
would not say whether the 
employers would accept the 
appointment of a commis¬ 
sioner, mil members of the 
group will meet with Labor 
Minister William King this af¬ 
ternoon. 

Campbell said he didn-'t 
know what will be discussed 
with the minister but “we’ll 
go to the meeting and find out 
what Mr. King has on his 
mind." 

Bargaining committees 
from the seven CUPE locals 
now on strike or locked out 
agreed that the union would 
co-operate should the minister 
appoint a commissioner to 
bring down a non-binding re¬ 
port. 

CUPE representative Tom 
Smith said Wednesday the 
union was asked by the de¬ 
partment if it would object to 
an industrial inquiry and he 
warned there could be an 
"escalation of strike activity 
if the employers reject a com¬ 
missioner." 

Smith also challenged state¬ 
ments made Tuesday by Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Peter Pollen that 
city inside workers, who are 
locked out by the municipal¬ 
ity, have been victimized by 
CUPE officials. 

Each CUPE local has full 
autonomy to determine what 
action it will take, Smith said, 
and if members think they 
have been misinformed, or 
decide to accept a manage¬ 
ment proposal, they can de¬ 
mand that a meeting of the 
local be held to "vote on any¬ 
thing they feel is important to 
them.” 

“Nobody is directing this 
conflict except the employees 
themselves." he said.

Mainland: 
job action 
preferred 


VANCOUVER (CP) Mu¬ 
nicipal workers in the Lower 
Mainland have decided 
against holding a long strike 
but will instead plague munic¬ 
ipalities with study sessions 
and similar job actions, it was 
disclosed here Wednesday. 

One of these actions will be 
a giant municipal workers’ 
rally on Friday. It is expected 
to bring to a halt all munici¬ 
pal services in the Greater 
Vancouver area, according to 
Dave Werlin of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

CUPE is currently negotiat¬ 
ing with Vancouver. Burnaby, 
Delta, Richmond, New West¬ 
minster and North Vancouver 
city and district. In Surrey, 
which negotiates separately, 
talks broke down Feb. 11 and 
CUPE membership walked 
out shortly after. 

Werlin said CUPE has de¬ 
cided against long strikes be¬ 
cause in effect they mean the 
workers would be paying for 
any wage increase they would 
win. as is currently the case 
in Victoria’s Capital Region. 

Werlin added the unions 
plan to escalate job action 
daily but will not leave their 
work. He said the only alter¬ 
native for the municipalities 
will be to lock out the em¬ 
ployees because "we will 
bring everything to a stand¬ 
still without a strike.” 


Strike activity by 18,600 fed¬ 
eral blue-collar workers will 
end this morning. A tentative 
agreement was reached 
Wednesday night. 

The agreement, which still 
has to be ratified by the 
members of the general labor 
and trades group of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Alliance of Cana¬ 
da, provides a 29.25 per cent 
increase over 26 months, Vic¬ 
toria business agent Tom Dal- 
zell said. 

"I’m bloody mad." Dalzell 
said. "There’s been so little

gain over the strike period— 
but what is the alternative?

Under the agreement, 
workers will receive an 
average 18 per cent increase 
in the first 14 months and an 
11.25 per cent across-the- 
boaivd hike in the last 12 
months.

been the Saigon government’s 
strongpoints. 

This leaves Da Nang, South 
Vietnam’s second lai-gest city, 
as the only major govern¬ 
ment-held strongpoint. in the 
region. Da Nang is 50 miles 
south of Hue. 

The Saigon command said 
the exodus of frightened civil¬ 
ians trying to escape the en¬ 
croaching North Vietnamese 
was the biggest of the long 
Vietnam war. 

Field reports from Hue said 
residents were urged to leave, 
but military units and male 
civil servants were ordered to 
remain as the city came 
under heavy rocket attack. 
Officials said government of¬ 
fices there had been ordered 
to begin closing and that the 
state radio had moved to Da 
Nang with its equipment.

Oil, gas 
dwindle 
in B.C. 

Colonist Nows Services 

CALGARY — Estimates of 
proven and recoverable re¬ 
serves of petroleum and natu¬ 
ral gas and their byproducts 
have fallen in B.C. in the past 
year, according to figures 
made public today by the Ca¬ 
nadian Petroleum Associa¬ 
tion. 

The estimates show that 
crude oil reserves have fallen 
48.1 million barrels to 202.8 
million and natural gas is 
down 1.2 trillion cubic feet to 
7.9 trillion. Liquefied natural 
gas reserves have fallen 2.6 
million barrels to 38.7 million 
and sulphur has dropped 
140,000 long tons to 2.1 million 
long tons. 

The association, which has 
been making the estimates 
since 1955, says that the de¬ 
clines for crude and natural 
gas are the steepest ever in 
B.C. 

The association reports that 
the decreases can be laid to 
the fact the exploration and 
development segments of the 
industry have been restricted 
in the past year. The in¬ 
dustry has been battling the 
provincial government for a 
higher return for its produc¬ 
tion efforts.

Indians win Nootka showdown

The federal fisheries de¬ 
partment has assured' the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
that Friendly Cove on the 
west coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land will be closed to white 
fishermen, a union spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

Lou Demerais, administra¬ 
tor of the union’s Vancouver 
headquarters, said Len Mar¬ 
t-hand, parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to Fisheries Minister 
Romeo Leblanc, told him the 
fishing cove would be closed 
but would not sppeify when. 

Demerais "urnd a regional 


spokesman in Vancouver for 
.the fisheries department indi¬ 
cated there was some difficul¬ 
ty in quickly notifying white 
fishermen of the decision. 

RCMP said there were 30 
seiners in the cove Wednes¬ 
day. 

The federal department's 
decision was made after a 
confrontation began Monday 
between Indian and white fi¬ 
shermen at the cove. 

Friefldly Cove is on the 
southeast side of Nootka Is¬ 
land. at the mouth of Nootka 
Sound cn the west coast of 
the Islands The Indians claim 


the cove is their traditional 
and exclusive fishing ground. 

Both Demerais and RCMP 
at the cove described the situ¬ 
ation there Wednesday as a 
standoff and said there had 
been no violence. 

Demerais said Wednesday 
that earlier reports of in¬ 
cidents in which some nets 
had been cut on the white- 
owned seiners were errone¬ 
ous. 

“Friendly Cove is tradi¬ 
tionally an Indian fishing 
ground and the Nootka In¬ 
dians resent white boats co¬ 
mining in there." said De¬ 


merais. "This is the first year 
that they have done so and 
the Nootka people are 
alarmed. 

“The white fishermen never 
showed any interest in 
Friendly Cove before, but I 
guess "they want to get into 
sheltered water because of 
the bad weather outside." 

Demerais said that although 
only about six Indian families 
live on the Nqotka reserve, 
many more native fishermen 
have traditionally come there 
to fish. 

Members of the Nootka 
hand were examining the 


cove Wednesday to determine 
if any of the herring roe beds 
had been touched, and they 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Meanwhile, George Watts, 
chairman of the West Coast 
Council of Indian Chiefs, flew 
to Friendly Cove with a con¬ 
tingent from the council. 

In a message to Leblanc 
Wednesday, Watts said if 
nothing was done about the 
situation at the cove by today, 
“members of the Nootka band 
will go In and take the matter 
into their own hands."

Member* of the more than 
70 trade unions affiliated with 
the Victoria Labor Council 
could be called on to stage a 
general strike in the Greater 
Victoria area to support strik¬ 
ing and looked out municipal 
workers. 

Members of the council 
voted Wednesday night to en¬ 
dorse the creation of a .joint 
action committee, which will 
meet regularly to co-ordinate 
•trike strategy and trade 
union support of the seven- 
week-old strike-lockout of 
members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employee*. 

The committee will include 
representatives of the CUPE 
locals and “top officers’’ of 
the Victoria Labor Council. 

Asked after the meeting if 
the “strategy” and “support" 
contemplated could include a 
general strike by the 
15,000-plus members of unions 
affiliated with the labor coun¬ 
cil, two joint committee 
members said such action 
could be taken “if neces¬ 
sary.” 

Jim Walker, president of 
CUPE Local 50. and Tom 
Smith, CUPE business agent, 
both said a request for a gen¬ 
eral strike was possible. 

The council meeting 
Wednesday endorsed the cre¬ 
ation of the committee after it 
was told that top officials of 
the R.C. Federation of Labor 
had met earlier that day with 
council officers, officers of the 
CUPE locals and represent¬ 
atives from 22 other trade 
unions in the Victoria council. 

All 22 of those unions 
pledged support of the CUPE 
locals, a press release read at 
the council meeting said. 

Smith told Ihe council the 
committee was needed be¬ 
cause —■ unless the municipal 
employers changed their cur¬ 
rent attitude — an “accelera¬ 
tion of strike action” would 
probably be necessary to 
force them back to the bar¬ 
gaining table so an agreement 
could be reached. 


Vanished sailor 
hunt continues 


Immigration Investigators, 
Saanich police and RCMP 
were continuing the search 
late Wednesday for a 23-year- 
old East Indian seaman who 
disappeared earlier in the day 
from Victoria International 
Airport. 

An immigration spokesman 
said two department workers 
at the airport had begun a 
preliminary inquiry into the 
case of Ramesh Singh and 
were briefly out of their office 
when he vanished. 

The spokesman said Singh 
travelled to the U.S. from 
India last November to join a 
ship as an able see am an, ap¬ 
parently replacing an ailing 
fellow employee. He never 
joined the ship and was 
pirked up recently by U.S. 
border patrol men. 

Singh was reported to have 
been found working illegally 
on a farm. After an inquiry,

Some Greater Victoria 
school children seem in he 
“doing much better” now that 
they’re not spending so much 
time at school, according to 
child psychiatrist Dr. Philip 
Ney. 

Ney, a former school hoard 
trustee, has challenged leach- 
el’s with time on their hands 
during the CUPE strike to do 
some research into the sub¬ 
ject. 

For some children, says 
Ney. being away from the 
classroom means a chance to 
study and investigate on their 
own in s responsible manner. 

And in some instances, 
parents are telling Ney, “this 
strike has been great" for 
their kids. 

These parents apparently 
say that the youngsters (some 
of whom are doing little odd 
.iobs for their parents) are 
learning a whole lot about life 
in the community and 
that’s a plus. 

"Some of the children are 
doing much better.” says 
Ney. who regrets that teach¬ 
ers aren't bothering to find 
out what education is all 
about. 

“The teachers aren’t both¬ 
ering to take advantage of 
this very beautiful experi¬ 
mental situation.” 

Ney says there’s some 
’ good research evidence” to 
show that children don’l need 
to spend so much time in the 
classroom. 

Teachers should take this 
"gulden opportunity" to re¬ 
search the question of "just 
how much time dpes a child 
need in school.” 

He suggests teachers are 
"afraid of finding out what 
they might find out.” 

Ney thinks it entirely con¬ 
ceivable that the educational 
system "may not need half 
the number of teacher*. or 
half the number of schools ” 

He told the Colonist 
Wednesday that some teach-, 
ers he has spoken to are 
"going up the wall with noth¬ 
ing to do" except attend 
meetings ad nauseam." 

Well, he suggests they team 
up to study the effect of di¬ 
minished classroom time on 
the kids. 

Teachers in Greater Vic¬ 


toria could, for example, com¬ 
pare the number of books 
taken out since the strike by 
Victoria children with the 
number borrowed by school 
children in Saanich iso far 
relatively unaffected by the 
strike i. 

They could even measure 
different happiness" levels 
between Greater Victoria and 
Saanich school children since 
the strike. 

Research possihjitirs are 
vast, he says, but for some 


reason the teaching profession 
appeared reticent to study the 
effects of its teaching on its 
students. 

Ney noted that other profes¬ 
sionals such as doctors and 
lawyers were forced to mea¬ 
sure the effect of their work 
on their subjects. 

Rut what the educational 
system lacked more than any¬ 
thing else was "proper cor¬ 
rective feedback.” 

Ney noted thai too often 
’ education" vyas confused 


with "socialization" or baby¬ 
sitting. 

If having their children at 
home put greater demands on 
working parents, then they 
should adjust their expectan¬ 
cies about a "standard of liv ¬ 
ing" and spend more time 
with their kids. 

Ney thinks bringing up chil¬ 
dren is the "most important 
thing” parents will ever do in 
life. 

The strike also provides 
teachers with an opportunity 


to catch up with much-needed 
reading. 

“If they ‘teachers' haven't 
read 20 hooks since the strike, 
then I think they should bp 
firpd.” says the psychiatrist 

One measure of the effect of 
education on children should 
he ihe educated child's ability 
to cope with "life stresses" 
without the need for props 
such as beer and marijuana. 

This yardstick is much 
more important than exam 
marks, Ney says. 


Owners dissolve firm 


Central Saanich’s chief dev¬ 
elopment officer, his wife and 
one of the municipality’s al¬ 
dermen are dissolving the 
land development company 
they .jointly own to “avoid 
even the image of conflict of 
interest." 

Aid Percy lad/arz told the 
Colonist Wednesday that he 
and development officer Gay 
Wheeler decided several 
weeks ago to dissolve Per- 
Gay Estates Ltd. 

Their decision came despite 
the fact thp company had 
never had "anything to do 
with property in Central Saan- 
ieh. ,! lA/arz said. 

The company according 
to incorporation papers filed 
in May, 1974, with the provin¬ 
cial registrar of companies 
had three shareholders: 

• Wheeler, whose occupa¬ 
tion on the official incorpo¬ 
ration papers was listed a*

' landscaper', and who owned 
30 shares of voting stock. 

• His wife. Dorothy, who 
also held 30 share* of voting 
stock: and 

• Izazar/, who owned fin 
shares. 

Wheeler, who was a full¬ 
time employee of the munici-, 
pality when the company was 
incorporated, said Wednesday 
his "lawyer made a mistake" 
when he listed the develop¬ 
ment officer’s occupation as 
landscaper. 

His signature, which ap¬ 
pears above the listing, was 
just one of many signatures 
he had placed on various doc¬ 
uments at the time of incorpo¬ 
ra tidn, Wheeler said. 


He said he couldn't under¬ 
stand why the lawyer had 
made the mistake, particu¬ 
larly sincp he had been asked 
whether he wished to be listed 
as "assistant clerk-adminis¬ 
trator” or “development of¬ 
ficer" he holds both titles 
for the municipality on the 
forms. 

“I told him io list ariminis- 
t r a t o r ’ , ’ ' Wheeler said 
Wednesday. 

Wheeler . also confirmed 
Wednesday that Per-Gay Es¬ 
tates never had any dealings 
in Central Saanich* agreeing 
with (.azarz that the company 
had been formed to buy two 
tots in Parksville for develop¬ 
ment. 


Architect to try Camosun 


Camosun . College coun¬ 
cillors will now get down to 
detailed planning of new 
buildings al its Lansdowne 
Campus with newly-appointed 
Dak Bay architect John Di 
Castri. 

Announcing Di CaStri's ap¬ 
pointment. council chairman 
Dr. Hal Knight said Wednes¬ 
day replacement of the 
campus' obsolete science huts 
would he included in the pm- 
posed 220,000-square-foot ex¬ 


tension approved by the prov¬ 
ince. 

Knight said the campus’ 
main Young building would 
also get a major face-lift. 

He put a vague $11 million 
price tag on the new buildings 
< noting that this was subject 
to escalating huilding costs) 
scheduled for completion in 
1977. 

Knight hinted that engineer¬ 
ing science and social ser¬ 
vices courses, as well as 


a nurses’ training program 
would be added eventually. 

He also predicted there 
would he better transportation 
between Camosun’* Lans- 
downe and Interurban cam¬ 
puses. 

Camosun’s Quadra. Junc¬ 
tion and Shelboume campuses 
would he phased out. leaving 
ihe college with Interurban. 
lansdowne and two downtown 
campuses. 


“There’s no way I'd touch 
anything on the southern part 
of the Island,” Wheeler said. 

"I’m not that stupid." 

The development officer 
said he had agreed to form 
the company only after 
Lazar*, wh * w as not on coun¬ 
cil at the time, had assured 
him he had no intention of 
ever running for a seat on 
Central Saanich council 
again. 

He had begun to think about 
dissolving Ihe company after 
I«azarz changed liis mind and 
sought a seal on council in a 
byelection last year, Whwter 
added. 

About three weeks ago. 
thought became action. 
Wheeler said, and he and 
Lazar/, instructed their law¬ 
yer, John Davies, to draw up 
papers dissolving Ihe com¬ 
pany. 

Lazarz, who lost his seal on 
council in the 1973 election, 
but who was re-elected last 
year, said Per-Gay Estates 
had not been involved in any 
"way, shape or form’’ with 
about 10 acres of land he and 
his wife own in Central Saan¬ 
ich. 

The acreage at 1789 Cultra 
Avenue is zoned special agri¬ 
cultural. hut was exempted 
f r om - the pmvincia I govern¬ 
ment’* agricultural land re¬ 
serve at the request of Cen¬ 
tral Saanich council. 

It is immediately adjacent 
io a five-acre parcel simi¬ 
larly excluded from the land 
reserve which will he ihe 
subject of a re-zoning hearing 
in Central Saanich tonight. 


Board will decide on school operations today 


Greater Victoria school 
board chairman William Ross 
will announce later today 
whether schools will return to 
full-time operations or 
whether they'll stick to their 
present curtailment of hours. 

Automatic heating plants al 
some 40 schools are now. for 
ihe first time since the start 
♦>f--the strike, reported to he in 
cood working order, Ross said 
U pdnesday. 

And Ihe major factors in 
Ihe derision to return tn a full 
five-hour educational program 


are whether there is enough 
volunteer help to keep the 
classrooms clean and 

whether schools can cope with 
the garbage build-up. 

Ross points out that at half- 
a-dozen schools volunteer ef¬ 
fort has tailed off a little 
hut elsewhere if seems to he 
holding ground nr gaining mo¬ 
mentum. 

“There is no sign of general 
fall-off whatsoever," he said 

However. Ron* noted that at 
lea*t four Greater Victoria 


schools had not been cleaned 
at all for four weeks 
He said the determined call 
made -Wednesday by Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce pres¬ 
ident Robert McHaffie for a 
return to full-time schooling 
was "careless, uninformed 
and misdirected.” 

In a hard-hitting speech to 
the chamber. McHaffie saul 
the school hoard had failed to 
justify the present curtail¬ 
ment program. 

Problem* could he over 
come by the "simple prores* 


of improvisation. McHaffie 
claimed. 

But Ross said later that 
McHaffie had made "no ef- 
fort”’"to contact him and his 
remarks should have been 
directed to Labor Minister 
William King and not to the 
school board. 

Ross said "teeth" should he 
put into the provincial labor 
code to stop ihe "careless" 
use of strike action through 
which children were "held up 
to ransom." 

He said school superin¬ 


tendent Jake Longmore today 
would assess with school prin¬ 
cipals a return to full-time 
school operation. 

Ross himself, together with 
Longmore. would be talking 
to government officials. 

He noted that although 
there had been no playgVfnind 
fights between thp children of 
union and non-union families, 
some parents had reported 
"nastiness" outside school. 

This was in be expected, he 
said, in the face of a "poten¬ 


tially explosive and dangerous 
situation.” 

Ross said the board’s over¬ 
riding concern was to cope 
with the problem in "purely 
educational terms" ami it was 
anxious to downplay "political 
and economic factors.” 

In any return to full-time 
schooling there were several 
considerations: 

# 

• The R.C. Teacher* Fed¬ 
eration’s policy states that » 
teacher need not assist nr 
work beside strikebreakers or 


volunteer labor during a dis¬ 
pute. * 

• Full-time teaching would 
mean more garbage, from 
students’ lunches etc. 

• While it might be easi¬ 
er to get volunteer clean-up 
help after school hours, there 
would lie lock-up and security 
' problems. 

• Garbage pails al some 
schools were brimming al¬ 
ready, even with (he reduced 

hhtirs. ‘ 

Ross *aid that teachers’ co¬ 
operation had been "just hr 
mentions" and most teachers 


were expending far greater 
effort than normal. 

Several teachers were hold¬ 
ing classes in then* own 
homes, he said. 

Meanwhile, school hoard 
lawyer John Wood will appear 
in B.C. Supreme Court this 
morning to ask for an injuno - 
tion against mass picketing of 
schools. Writs have been 
issued and affidavits filed for 
the court action. 

The hoard is keen to limit 
Ihp number and location of 
pickets around schools.
